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THE BOERS DISCONTENTED | 


Are Said to be Getting Tired of the 
Life on Commando. 


Leaders Try to Encourage Them—Most 
of Viljoen’s Men Moving Toward 
the Delagoa Railway Line.

LONDON, Dec. 16.—The correspondent 
of The Times at Pretoria says the recent 
British successes occur opportunely, at a 
moment when the Boers are showing 
signs of discontent with the life on com- 
mando, but the British, instead of con- 
gratulating themselves, ought to put 
forth further efforts, on a bigger scale. 
It is necessary to keep up the pace in the 
diminution of the enemy’s numbers, 
which is only possible by the develop- 
ment of the blockhouse system, placing 
the blockhouses nearer to each other 
than was at first considered sufficient. 

This, says the correspondent, means 
more men, and if the home supply of 
mounted men is not inexhaustible, the 
Government should not delay to send in- 
fantry to man the blockhouses, which 
would compensate to some extent for the 
insufficiency of mounted troops. 

Another dispatch from the same corre- 
spondent says that of the 800 Boers col- 
lected north of Bethel under Gen. Piet 
Viljoen, only two commandos, of a hun- 
dred men each, remain in the neighbor- 
hood. The rest, including Viljoen, have 
gone to the northeast, toward the Dela- 
goa Railway line. 

There seems, says the correspondent, 
no reason to doubt that Acting President 
Schalk-Burger and the Boer ‘* Govern- 
ment officials’”” have crossed the line 
north. After addressing a large meeting 
mear Carolina, at which he told the 
burghers that they must be steadfast, as 
foreign intervention was certain before 
long, Schalk-Burger seems to have de- 
cided that the country north of the Del- 
agoa Railway line was more attractive 
than the high veldt, where the British 
columns are hustling the Boers inces- 
santly. He is probably now in the neigh- 
borhood of Pilgrim’s Rest, where some 
400 Boers have settled for the Summer. 

Commandant Gen. Botha is still south 
of Ermelo, with three commandos. 

Piet Viljoen is the leading spirit among 
the Boers in the Eastern Transvaal, Aft- 
er Gen. Botha had been busy encouraging 
the burghers with tales of the withdraw- 
al of British troops and of Boer suc- 
cesses in Cape Colony, his (Viljoen’s) de- 
feat by Gen. Bruce Hamilton should ma- 
terially increase the discontent, which is 
very rife among the Boers in these dis- 
tricts. .

during six-days. They had to fight for 
water every night. They had three of their 
number killed and fifteen wounded. 


PORTUGAL'S REQUEST TO CHINA.

LONDON, Dec, 16.—A dispatch from 
Hongkong to The Times says a special 
Portuguese Ambassador, Senhor Branco, 
is now at Macao, preparatory to going to 
Peking to press for an extension of the 
boundaries at Macao similar to that 
granted at Hongkong in 1899. 

The Chinese officials regard the propo- 
sition unfavorably, and strong opposition 
to it is probable. 

Macao, a seaport town of the Province of 
Kwang-Tung, was granted to the Portu- 

ese, subject to an annual rent, by the 

hinese Emperor in 1586, in return for as- 
sistance ene pirates. In 1863 the pare 
ment of what the Chinese regarded as trib- 
ute was rescinded, and the land was con- 
ceded by treaty to Portugal. China, how- 
evor, retained jurisdiction over the native 
inhabitants. 

It was at Macao that Camoens, in 1559 


and 1560, composed a great part of his 
* Lusiad.”’

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THE POLISH AGITATION. | PLANNING TO REDUCE 


Assertion that Money from Secret 
Sources Is Supplied for the Pur- 
chase of Businesses in Posen.

LONDON, Dec. 16.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Times says the debate 
on the Polish question in the Reichstag 
is still a subject of lively press discus- 
sion. 

The National Zeitung prints a letter 
from Posen alleging that the Polish 
movement is now carried on by well-to- 
do lawyers, doctors, and mechanics. 
When the place of a lawyer or chemist is 
free a Pole steps in; when land is for 
sale Polish money is offered for it. This 
money, it is said, streams into the coun- 
try from secret sources. The German, 
as the weaker party, forsakes the coun- 
try. 

There was a Polish demonstration at 
Berlin University on Saturday. Stu- 
dents, male and female, shouted down 
Prof. Schiemann, who was lecturing on 
“The Polish Question in the Nineteenth 
Century.” A disturbance between the 
Polish and German students was threat- 
ened, but an official appeared and the 
demonstrators left the lecture room. 

The Times’s correspondent says the 
Pan-Germans are endeavoring to outdo 
the Poles in recklessness and violence. 
The Pan-Germanic League has just 
passed a resolution requesting the Impe- 
rial Chancellor to reply to the Polish agi- 
tation by abolishing the parity of treat- 
ment for Polish subjects. 


RUSSIA ACCUSED OF PERFIDY. 


Writer in a Paris Paper Says She En- 
couraged the Sultan to Resist France.

LONDON, Dec. 16.—Prof. Victor Be- 
rard, in an article in the Revue de Paris, 
quoted by the Paris correspondent of 
The Times, discusses the recent Franco- 
Turkish dispute. 

M. Berard arrives at the conclusion 
that the Sultan’s obstinacy was due to 
the tacit encouragement of Russia, who 
feared that French action would stir up 
the Armenian question. This, says M., 
Berard, is contrary to Russia’s wishes, 
because she desires ultimately to estab- 
lish herself in the Gulf of Alexandretta 
and to obtain possession of all the rail- 
way lines of Greater Armenia. 


MANCHURIAN CRISIS ACUTE. 


China Helpless Between Russia and 
Russia’s Opponents. 


PEKING, Dec. 16.—The Manchurian ques- 
tion has reached a stage which the best 
informed observers consider to be a crisis 
in Chinese history. 

The Chinese Government is beset between 
Russia on the one hand and Great Britain, 
the United States, and Japan on the other. 
The Government is hhelpless, and will yield 
to that faction able to bring the strongest 
pressure to bear. 

Prince Ching is distinctly more friendly 
to Great Britain than was Li-Hung-Chang. 
The British, American, and Japanese repre- 
sentatives here have separately visited 
Prince Ching and insisted that any treaty 
be shown to them before it is signed, 
Prince Ching has submitted to them the 
draft of a treaty practically identical with 
the treaty already published. Prince Ching 
4s now pressing Russia for more definite 
terms, the present form of the treaty be- 
ing so vague in its important points as 
virtually to leave Russia a free hand. 

The Japanese Minister has taken a strong 


stand in the matter, and has notified 
Prince Ching that Japan will require 
equivalent concessions to all the advant- 
ages conceded to Russia in Manchuria. 

"he belief is general that Russia intends 
to ignore what she regards as mere formal 
objections on the part of the United States 
and Great Britain, Japan would go to the 
length of war to stop the Russian occupa- 
tion of Manchuria if she were assured of 
support; but she will not risk a repetition 
of the rebuff received after the Chinese- 
Japanese war. 


A PEKING MYSTERY. 


Part of the Loot from the Palace Was 
a Communion Cup and Plate Pre- 
sented in 1832 to a Mission.

TACOMA, Wash., Dec. 15.—Oriental ad- 
vices brought by the Glenogle say that the 
servant of Edwin Klein, who was attached 
to the German staff during the siege of 
Peking, looted a communion cup and plate 
from the palace. Mr. Klein purchased the 
\ooted silver from his servant. Recently 
he became sick, and when dying informed 


the doctor of the looted communion plate. 
The doctor polished the silver up, and dis- 
covered the following words engraved upon 
it: ‘‘ Presented to the Mission of the Amer- 
ican Dutch Reformed Church by the Rey. 
Dr. Morrison June, 1832."’ 

The question is, How did this plate, which 
must have been valued highly by the mis- 
sionaries, get into the imperial palace? 
The truth may never be known. 

Mr. Klein left instructions that the plate 
be sent to the Mission Board of the Dutch 
Reformed Church at Boston.

Chairman Payne Says, However, Haste 
Should Be Avoided, as Expenses 


May Increase. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 15.—Chairman Payne 
(Rep., N. Y.,) of the Ways and Means 
Committee says that no definite plans have 
been made thus far for considering the 
question of further reducing the war taxes. 
At the same time there has been much in- 
formal discussion of the subject, consider- 
able data has been gathered concerning the 
{tems which can be best reduced, and there 
seems to be a general purpose on the 
part of the members of the committee to 
push this important question to the front 
soon after the holidays. In speaking of 
the matter to-day Mr. Payne said: 

“With a surplus of about $100,000,000, I 
have no doubt the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee will frame a bill reducing the rev- 
enues, probably on the general lines of the 
last War Tax Reduction bill. But there is 
no particular hurry in dealing with the sub- 
ject, as there are several contingencies 
which may call for a large increase in Gov- 
ernment expenditures, and it will be well to 


understand what our expenditures are to be | 


before finally determining on a large reduc- 
tion of the revenues. When we make the 
reduction we ought to make it as large as 
can be made with safety. In my juagment 
the committee will take the matter up soon 


after the holidays. Whether we will have 
hearings or not will depend upon the pleas- 
ure of the committee.” 

In the absence of action by the committee 
Mr. Payne will not discuss the prospects of 
reduction on particular items. Already, 
however, several interests have applied for 
hearings. These include the representatives 
of the tea interests, who desire to have the 
10 per cent. tax imposed by the War Reve- 
nue act taken off of that product. No 
formal application has been made by the 
representatives of the beer and wine in- 
terests, but both are expected to make 
strong efforts for reductions on their re- 
spective taxes. Suggestions have also 
reached members of the committee that the 
war tax imposed on banking capital be 
taken off. 

Another proposition is for the doing away 
with the withdrawal stamp taxes on im- 
ported merchandise,: particularly on tobac- 
co, as these withdrawal stamps are said to 
be very onerous to importers. The large to- 
bacco interests have not yet made known 
what, if any, further reduction they would 
seek on tobacco, but the independent pro- 
ducers of manufactured tabacco and snuff 
are understood to desire a reduction from 
the present rate to 6 cents a hundred. Bills 
have been introduced proposing a reduction 
as low as two cents a pound. There is no 
suggestion thus far that further changes 
will be made on cigars and cigarettes. 

Owing to the large amount of surplus 
there is some sentiment among members in 
favor of wiping out the entire list of war 
revenue taxes at a single stroke, thus leav- 
ing the revenue and custom laws upon the 
basis that existed prior to the Spanish war. 


TEN KILLED IN TRAIN WRECK. 


East-Bound Omaha-Chicago Express Col- 
lides with a Freight Train Near 
Perryville, III. 


ROCKFORD, Ill., Dec. 15.—Ten or more 
lives were lost in a wreck of an east-bound 
Omaha-Chicago express train on the IIli- 
nois Central Railroad near Perryville, IIl., 
at 1 o’clock this morning. 

The train collided head-on with a freight 
train, both running at full speed, An oil tank 
car in the freight train exploded, throwing 
burning oll over the wreck, and in an in- 
stant.the entire mass of wreckage was in 
flames. Every coach of the passenger train 
and all the freight cars except one tank car 
and one other car were burned. 

The bodies of the dead were burned in the 
wreck. The survivors made desperate ef- 
forts to rescue the injured who were pin- 
ioned in the wreck, but the flames drove 
them back at every point. 

The temperature was nearly 20 degrees 
below zero, and the suffering of those who 
escaped injury was intense. The scantily 
clad pussengers from the sleepers suffered 
even more than the other passengers. 

Not more than half a dozen persons es- 


caped from the wreck uninjured. Many 
suffered severe injuries. 


Locomotive Collides with Two Trains. 


FREEPORT, Ill, Dec, 15.+~A most pecu- 
liar wreck occurred on the Great Western 
Railway at Bolton, five miles from this 
city, this morning, resulting in the death 
of one man. Three trains were east-bound, 
A light engine in the middle section ran 
into the rear of a freight, and the impact 
reversed the engine, which then dashed 
back and smashed into a wrecking train 
which was following. The engineer of the 
light engine jumped and saved his life, but 
the second collision killed the fireman, who 
stuck to his post. 


LOST WIFE AFTER A DAY. 


Sidney Dillon’s Niece Eloped 
Omaha and Then Vanished.

OMAHA, Neb., Dec. 15.—Alfred Ander- 
son, a young farmer of this county, Its 
vainly seeking for his bride, who was spir- 
ited away from him after a wedded life 
of twenty-four hours’ duration. She was 
Nellie Dillon, a niece of Sidney Dillon, 
First President and leading spirit in the 
building of the Union Pacific Railroad.

ST. LOUIS HAS A NEW 
SECT OF DIRT EATERS. 


Teaspoonful of Sand a Part of the Daily 
Diet—Leader Says It Prevents 


Stomach Trouble.

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 15.—Of all the peculiar 
sects which have recently sprung up in the 
West, St. Louis boasts the most striking 
—a community of dirt eaters. William 
Windsor, native of Wisconsin, some time 
lawyer, college student, student of natural 
science, is their Moses. Seventy-five men 
and women form the community. Dirt 
eating is their only aim and object in life 
so far as their existence as a community 
is concerned. They seek to make converts 
to their belief and practice, and ‘‘ Head 
Dirt Eeater ’’ Windsor holds forth in earnest 
and convincing manner every night to 
his class at his lecture room, at Eighteenth 
and Olive Streets, in the old Merchants’ 
League Building. 

The dirt eaters take every day a spoonful 
of dirt. They believe that grit is necessary 
to every animal, and that many of the 
stomach troubles to which human flesh ts 
heir are due simply and entirely to the 
absence of grit in the stomach. In support 
of this unique theory the dirt eaters cite 
the beasts of the field, the fowls of the air, 
and the serpents which crawl, asserting 
triumphantly that none of these share 
mankind's foolish aversion to good, pure 
dirt, and none of them have stomach 
troubles. The dirt eaters maintain their 
argument is unanswerable. 

The dirt eater, declares Leader Windsor, 
soon becomes accustomed to his diet and 
craves it. The daily allowance of one tea- 
spoonful is washed down with a half glass 
of water and the dirt eater smacks his 
lips with relish and winks one eye, in 
much the same manner as the Kentucky 
**Colonel"’ does when sipping his mint 
julep or his morning toddy. 

Mr. Windsor’s disciples are epicurean in 
their tastes. They are very particular as 
to the kind of dirt they eat. This article of 
their singular diet is technically a sand. It 
comes from the river bottoms and is made 
up of many little particles of granite, mar- 
ble, quartz, and flint well rounded with 
age. The chief dirt-eater collects the sand 
and sterilizes it; then it is my up in little 
bags and sold to the disciples for twenty- 
five cents a bag. 

Dirt eating is six months old in St. Louis 
and flourishes like a green Lg! tree. The 
chief dirt-eater is rotund and looks happy 
and prosperous; the lesser dirt-eaters have 
good appetites and are enthusiastic in their 
faith and practice. 


DINE AT A NEGRO’S TABLE. 


Prominent Whites in Georgia Excite 
Comment by Accepting Hospi- 
tality of a Planter.

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 15.—Much talk has 
been created throughout the State by the 
action of several prominent white people of 
Smithville, Ga., in dining yesterday at the 
table of Charles Mitchell, a wealthy negro 
planter living near that place, Mitchell 
has been a resident in the community for 


some time, and is exceedingly prosperous. 
He is universally respected, and very popu- 
lar with his own race. He is the owner 
and operator of a large farm, and displays 
unusual sagacity in the marketing of his 
crops. 

Some days ago he decided that he wanted 
to entertain several of his prominent white 
friends and invited Mr. and Mrs. Orrie 
Thompson, W. W. Thompson, Mr. and Mrs.

HER THROAT CUT BY A NEGRO. 


Girl Attacked Near Mapleshade, N. J., 
Is in a Critical Condition—Her 
Assailant Arrested. 
MOORESTOWN, N. J., Dec. 15.—Miss 
Anna Hendrickson of Mapleshade was last 
night attacked on the road near her home 
by a negro. She resisted him so fiercely 
that he became enraged, and, drawing a 
razor, cut her throat and then decamped. 
The girl, weak from loss of blood, crawled 
to the nearest house and gave the alarm. 
An armed posse set out to hunt the negro 
and scoured the country all night without 
result. This morning a negro named John 
Moore was arrested at Merchantville and 
brought here. He was taken before the 
girl, who identified him as the man who at- 
tacked her. : 
The news of the arrest caused a big 
crowd. to assemble, and there were threats 
of lynching, but the officers having Moore 
in charge got him to jail before violence 
could be offered to him. The injured girl’s 

condition is critical. 


BLACKMAILING IN JAPAN. 


Editor of a Paper Being Prosecuted— 
How the Newsboys Make Money.

TACOMA, Washington, Dec. 15.—Advices 
by the steamer Glenogle are to the effect 
that blackmailing is prevalent in Japan. 
The editor of the Choya Shimbun is being 
prosecuted. It is alleged that he demand- 


ed from banks and financial institutions 
large sums of money in return for refrain- 
ing from attacking them in his paper. 

Phe most common kind of blackmailing is 
carried cn by newspaper vendors. When 
some public character is attacked the sell- 
ers of the papers carry as Many papers as 
they can manage in front of the residence 
of the man who is assailed, and cry out 
the particulars of the personally abusive 
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articie to passers-by until the victim rushes | 


out of his house and buys up all the papers.

HURT IN BROOKLYN 


Sixteen of Them Caught by a 
Strong Back Draught. 


All Day Fire at Brooklyn Cooperage 
Company’s Plant—Damage 
Amounts to $250,000. 


The immense plant of the Brooklyn Coop- 
erage Company, which extends from North 
Sixth to North Seventh Street, and from 
Kent Avenue nearly 1,000 feet to the East 
River, in Williamsburg, was badly damaged 
by fire yesterday, while many firemen were 
badly burned while fighting the blaze. 

‘Those injured were Foreman William C. 
Rogers, Engine No. 121; Foreman Thomas 
Harrington of Hook and Ladder Company 
No. 54, Firemen Thomas Kennedy of the 
same company; Edward Sinnott, Will- 
iam Burke, Thomas Shortell, Lieut. Fa- 
gan, James Kelly, and John Callahan, 
Engine Company No. 121; James Smith, 
Daniel Gallagher, Lieut. John McKenna, 
Charles Barnes, Joseph Smith, Charles An- 
derson, and Thomas Brady of Hook and 
Ladder Company No. 54. The men were 
burned about the face and had their inju- 
ries dressed by ambulance surgeons. 
Foreman Harrington of Hook and Ladder 
Company No. 54 will probably lose the 
sight of his right eye. All were taken to 
their homes. The injuries of the men were 
the result of the flowing in of a back 
draught while they were in the building 
fighting the blaze. 

The building is a four-story brick struct- 
ure, and was erected about fourteen years 
ago, and replaced the two large cooperages 
that were set on fire by Townsend and 
George Johnson, brothers, who were sent 
to Sing Sing for arson. The fire was discov- 
ered burning among barrel staves by one of 
the night engineers. He quickly turned in 
an alarm. When the firemen arrived they 
found that the fire was burning fiercely 


among the staves and three additional 
alarms were turned in, which also brought 
the fireboats Boody and Van Wyck to the 
scene. 

The burned firemen were led into the 
basement of the building by a brother of 
Lowell M. Palmer, who is at the head of the 
cooperage company, assuming then that 
there was no danger. The firemen had 
been in the building but a few minutes 
when there came a sudden backdraught, 
so dreaded by firemen. It came with such 
force that in a twinkling the flames and 
smoke were driven to where the firemen 
were working with hose in hand, 

With difficulty the firemen reached the 
street, and then fell unconscious from the 
smoke. They soon revived from the open 
air. Mr, Palmer, who had led the firemen 
into the basement, was also burned on the 
right side of his face. On account of the 
manner in which the fire kept smoldering 
it was not possible to reach it fully with the 
tons of water which were thrown into it. 

Three more firemen were injured last 
night. They were John Neiderreiter and 
Lawrence Keefe of naga Company No. 
69 and John Viehman of Engine Company 
No. 51. Neliderreiter and Keefe were badly 
burned about the face and were overcome 
by smoke, while Viehman had his hands 
and face badly cut by hot iron hoops fall- 
ing upon him. 

he three men were at work on the north 
Seventh Street side, near the basement 
when a door was suddenly blown open and 
they were enveloped in fire and smoke, 
Ambulance Surgeon Weygandt of the East- 
ern District Hospital dressed their injuries 
and took them home, . 

The firemen were still working at the 
blaze last-night, and it was not possible to 
get an accurate idea of the damage. It is 
believed, however, that it would reach fully 
$250,000. The origin of the fire is unknown. 


HISTORIC KASKASKIA 
OFF THE OFFICIAL MAP. 


Postmaster General Takes Away from 
Once Famous Illinois Capital Its 
Name, Almost All That Was 
Left of It.

PERCY, Ill., Dec. 15.—Kaskaskia, the first 
capital of Illinois, will soon be wiped out of 
official existence by an order of the Post- 
master General, effective on Jan. 1, 1902. 
Only five families now live in the once 
flourishing town, and the department has 
decided to abolish the Post Office and ac- 
commodate the residents through the ex- 
tension of a rural free delivery route from 
Fort Gage. 

Time was when Kaskaskia was a thriving 
town—a central point in the Western wild- 
erness, a trading post known far and wide. 
It was predicted then that Kaskaskia 
would eventually become the metropolis of 
the West. The town was situated at a 
point where the worn trails from the South, 
North, and East united and swept west- 


ward in the broad path followed by the 
pioneers. 

In 1825 Gen. Lafayette visited Kaskaskia 
and stopped beneath the roof of one of the 
few houses still standing in the town. He 
predicted a great future for the place, 
Then came the devastating flood of 1844, 
and forty years later the Mississippi cut a 
channel through the sandy soil above the 
town and united its waters with those of 
the Okaw, leaving the town on an island 
and destroying all of its future prospects. 

Many of the inhabitants moved to the 
new town of New Kaskaskia, two miles 
south, where the village organization is 
still maintained. Numerous old landmarks 
and objects of interest still remain, among 
them the old Randolph County Court 
There is still a remnant of the old 
State House, clinging tenaciously to the 
bank of the river, but the next “ fresh ”’ 
will doubtless undermine and bury it in the 
sandy bottom of the “ Father of Waters.” 


COLD DELAYS FIREMEN. 


Chicago Car Barns Burn — Hydrants 
Frozen and Hose Coated with Ice. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—Fire destroyed the 
Lincoln Avenue car barns of the Chicago 
Traction Company, with more than 100 
street cars, early this morning, because 
the intense cold of the past two days had 
caused the hydrants in the vicinity to 
freeze, so that twenty minutes had to be 
spent in thawing them out. When they 
were finally opened, the building was 
doomed. Soon after the first stream of 


water was directed on the flames the entire 
second story was ablaze, and fell, with 
about 100 open Summer cars that were 
stored there. 

Besides freezing the hydrants, the cold 
made it necessary for the firemen to work 
in shifts, exhausted workers being relieved 
by comrades who had had short rests in 
neighboring stores. 

President John M. Roach of the traction 
company placed the loss at about $130,000, 
partly covered by insurance. It is sup- 
posed the fire originated from an_over- 
heated stove in one of the cars, and it is 
reported that a watchman of the barn has 
not been Seen since the fire was under con- 
trol, but there is no positive evidence that 
he_was burned. 

The heavy east wall of the building fell 
across Sheffield Avenue, and flying brick 
demolished the front of a saloon opposite. 
The temperature was 15 degrees below zero, 
and the hose was covered with a thick coat- 
ing of ice.

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GERMAN SHIPS TO SEIZE 
VENEZUELAN STATIONS. 


Officers of the Vineta Say They Will Do 
This, as Venezuela Qwes German 
Citizens Much Money.

NORFOLK, Va., Dec. 15.—A correspond- 
ent interviewed to-night through an in- 
terpreter the staff officers of the German 
cruiser Vineta, which has been overhaul- 
ing and coaling at Newport News, and is 
under hurry orders to proceed to Vene- 

zuela to join the German squadron. 

“We shall probably seize the coaling 
stations,” they said, ‘“‘for the payment of 
100,000,000 marks due to German citizens. 
The claim has long been pending. Our 
patience in collecting the debt has about 
been exhausted. We expect that the United 
States will protest vigorously against the 
seizure of the stations for the collection of 
the debt, but we sincerely hope that there 
will be no trouble.” ; 

The Vineta came from St. Thomas in 
taventy-two days with a foul bottom. She 
is expected to make the return trip in fif- 
teer days. A military drill will take place 
aboard to-morrow for the benefit of Ger- 
man citizens here, but it is believed that 
the drill means more than appears upon 
the surface. The vessel carries a crew of 
540 men, and has triple screws, 38 guns, 
a conning tower, and an armament equal 
to that of a battleship. 


PECULIAR DEATH OF 
A PATERSON WOMAN. 


Doctors Refuse Certificate in the Case 
of Mrs. Etta Joseph Swick — Her 
Last Visitor Suspicious—County 


Physician Investigates. 

PATERSON, N. J., Dec. 15.—Mrs. Etta 
Joseph Swick, wife of a Park Avenue piano 
manufacturer, died last night. The circum- 
Stances surrounding her death caused an 
official investigation to begin and an au- 
topsy was ordered by County Physician 
McBride. Dr. Mackintosh and Dr. Pike, 
the physicians in attendance, refused to 
grant a death certificate. 

Early in November Mrs. Swick was ar- 
rested and committed to jail on a complaint 
preferred by Mrs. Hester Ann Swick, the 
aged mother of her husband, on a charge of 
embezzlement. The embezzlement for which 
Mrs. Etta Swick was arrested was rather 
peculiar. The elder Mrs. Swick several 
months before had pawned valuable jewelry 
in New York, and it was arranged that 
Mrs. Etta should redeem the jewelry. 

She did not return to give an account of 
either the money or the pledge. The trial 
that followed was unusual, owing to the 
queer conduct of Swick and the plea of 
Mrs. Swick that she had lost the money 


and feared to return home because Swick 
was cruel and violent and had beaten her 
often and driven her from home. 

Conviction followed. Then Swick was 
overcome and sobbed in grief. He declared 
that were she given a severe punishment 
he would end his life in the courtroom. 
Judge Barkalow suspended sentence and 
the three left the court together, Mrs. Etta 
pleading that she wished to get away from 
Paterson and allow the matter to die out. 
She went to New York for a short stay. 
On Wednesday she returned ill and un- 
happy. 

Mrs. Swick became seriously ill on Thurs- 
day, and complained of severe pains in the 
stomach. Dr. Mackintosh was summoned, 
and diagnosed the ailment as acute indi- 
gestion, and presc#ibed morphine. The next 

ay a hasty call brought him to the house. 
Mrs. Swick was 


in 
morphine. 

Yesterday morning there came another 
summons, and Dr. Mackintosh, who was 
otherwise engaged, sent Dr. Pike to the 
house. Mrs. Swick declared the pain ex- 
cruciating, and demanded an extra dose 
of morphine. 

Early in the evening Mrs. Ernest Joseph, 
a sister-in-law of Mrs. Swick, arrived from 
New York, and found Mrs. Swick lying on 
& couch moaning piteously. She said she 
had been in torment for three days, and 
had never believed that any one could suf- 
fer such agony. Mrs. Joseph ministered to 
her for an hour, when she seemed to be 
attacked with severe pains and paroxysms. 
Dr. Mackintosh was summoned and found 
the woman dead. 

Swick had insisted that Mrs. Swick 
should summon her mother when she grew 
worse. Dr. Mackintosh had no suspicion 
that death had been due to other than 
natural causes, but Mrs. Joseph insisted 
shat the circumstances warranted an in- 
quiry. 

Dr. Mackintosh conferred with Dr. Pike, 
a death certificate was refused, and County 
Physician McBride notified. Mrs. Swick 
lay in an inner room in the Park Avenue 
house wher Dr. McBride arrived. Swick 
sat in the parlor and raged violently. 

Then he threatened to eject the official. 
Dr. McBride went to inspect the body and 
Swick swore that he would not tolerate 
an inquiry into his private affairs, and 
with his hand on his hip pocket called for 
his mother to stand by him as a witness. 
Dr. McBride, he claimed, had threatened 
trouble and a bullet would answer his 
questions. Mrs. Swick hurried in and 
quieted her son.

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| WORST FLOOD FOR 
YEARS IN THIS STATE 


Railroad Traffic Blocked and 
Tracks Washed Away. 


Floods in Many Towns—Rivers Over 
flow Their Banks and People 
Traverse Streets by Boat— 

One Fatality.

PORT JERVIS, N. Y., Dec. 15.—Not sincé 
the memorable ice gorge of 1875 has there 
been such a freshet in the Delaware and 
Neversink. Rivers through this section as 
there was last night. The Neversink be- 
gan to rise about 10 o’clock and soon inun- 
dated several thousand acres of the Never- 
sink Valley, washing out a considerable 
portion of the roadbed of the Port Jervis, 
Monticello and New York Railroad. 

At the outskirts of this village the Erie 
Railroad spans the stream, but the bridge 
has been lately undergoing repairs. The 
water came down in such volumes that it 
undermined the temporary supports driven 
in the stream and caused the bridge to sag 
so that it was impossible for trains to 
pass Over it. All passenger trains due here 
last night remained on the other side of the 
bridge until this evening, when 100 work- 
men succeeded in jacking up the structure 
so as to allow a risky passage of thé trains. 

A large amount of heavy driftwood gath- 
ered at the bents and it was feared this 
afternoon that the structure would be car- 
ried away. Most of the passengers of the 
various trains were transferred by the 
wagon bridge, a short distance below. 

The water in both rivers continues to rise 
to-night, and many streets are flooded, 
the people being forced to escape in boats. 
Six feet of water flows through the power 
house of the electric light and trolley com- 
pany, and consequently the village is in 
utter darkness and without car service. 
The town reservoir has overflowed, caus- 
ing a disastrous inundation in the upper 
part of the place. 

A number of severe washouts on tue Del- 
aware Division of the Hrie are reported. 
Vestibule Train No. 7, which arrived at this 
station before the Neversink Bridge gave 


way, encountered a thousand-foot wash- 
out at Rosas Switch, nine miles west of 
here, and was stationed there until 4:30 
o'clock this afternoon, as another wash- 
out at Millrift, five miles west, prevented 
its return to this village. Other washouts 
are reported at Glen Eyre and Kimbles on 
the Honesdale Branch. Between Hankins 
and Lordville, on the main line, the Dela- 
= has flooded the tracks for several 
yards. 

At Pond Eddy the same stream carried 
away Chester Canfield’s private dwelling, 
undermined the school house and several 
other buildings. Word comes to-night that 
the suspension bridge at Cochecton has 
been carried away. On account of the de- 
struction of the Erie bridge near Canisteo, 
Western trains due here this morning have 
not yet arrived. Several passenger trains 
and a large amount of freight are held in 
the yard here. The suspension of traffic is 
complete, but no lives have been lost so far.

ITHACA, N. Y., Dec. 15.—A most disas- 
trous flood visited Ithaca this morning, 
causing a property loss of $300,000. All the 
water resulting from the heavy rain, which 
set in yesterday and continued all 3 
was shed trom the surrounding hilis into 
the valley in which the city is situated, 

Fall and Cascadilla Creeks, which empty 
their waters through deep gorges about 
Ithaca into Cayuhaga Lake became rag- 
ing torrents with the flood. All of the 
dams and power stations along the course 
of these streams were elther swept away 
or totally wrecked by the force of the wa- 
ters in their mad effort to reach the lake. 

The plants of the electric lighting and 
gas companies were the first to succumb 
and as a result the city was left in total 
darkness at 11:30 last night. Brock’s lum- 
ber yards, in Clinton Street, were swept 
before the torrent, and Driscoll’s planing 
mill and lumber yard in Aurora Street suf- 
fered a like fate. The power house of the 
Ithaca Street Railway Company is a total 
wreck, and the traffic on the main streets 
has ceased for want of bridges. Percy Field 
and the lowland about the lake is a sea of 
water. 

Washouts are numerous all along the Le- 
high and Lackawanna Railroads and all 
communications are cut off for the present. 


MALONE, N. Y., Dec. 15.—Much damage 
has been done throughout Northern New 
York by the extremely high wind which 
prevailed for twenty-four hours, reaching 
the velocity of a tornado. The weather was 
warm, and followed by rain Saturday aft- 
ernoon and night.

LOSS AND SUFFERING IN ROME. 

ROME, N. Y., Dec. 15.—A phenomenal 
rise of the Mohawk River early this morn- 
ing has caused the destruction of thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of property, as 
well privation and distress among 
many families in the eastern part of the 
city. Several days of warm weather sent 
the snow and water from the hills into 
the river in torrents. This, coupled with a 
heavy rainstorm during the night, swelled 
the river nine feet above its normal water- 
line, and the city and its suburbs are 
under water for miles. 

One train passed here in the early morn- 
ing. All others are stalled by washouts 
at Criskany, Greenway and Rome. One 
hundred feet of track and bed was washed 
out four miles east of here, and no trains 
can enter the city from that directton. 

The streets in East Rome are under 
three feet of water. which swept away 
2,000 feet of road leading to Stanwix. Peo- 
ple were carried from their homes in boats. 
A serious break in the canal feeder at 
Delta occurred at noon. Two bridges were 
earried away, and the volume of water 
when it reached Ridge Mills, six miles 
below, swept «00 feet of the main road 
into the river. Many families are without 
fuel, and the city officials are making 
every effort to relieve the suffering. 


FLOOD IN BINGHAMTON. 

LINGHAMTON, N. Y., Dec. 15.—The rain- 
storm which ended here at 4 o’clock this 
morning sent the Chenango River over its 
banks and caused a flood, which has not 
been equaled in this locality for twenty- 
two years. Hundreds of cellars are flooded, 
that of a large department store to such an 
extent that the Fire Department has been 


cniled on to pump it out, and much damage 
has oeen done to business houses on the 
river front. 

A large section of the First Ward is a 
foot undec water and cut off from the rest 
of the city except by boats. The river road 
up the Chenango is under water for five 
miles, and all travel is suspended. The 
country farm buildings are surrounded by 
water several feet deep, 

Not an Erie or Lackawanna through train 
has passcd through the city since 9 P. M, 
on Saturday The Lackawanna main line 
is clear from here to Scranton, but a bridge 
just west of the city is out of service, the 
high water having moved a pier from its 
foundations. East of the city the Erie has 
a clear track to Carbondale, but to the west 
at Owego is a weakened bridge.

TRAINS STALLED AT ELMIRA. 


ELMIRA, N. Y., Dec. 15.—The Chemung 
River overflowed at the Monroe Street 
dyke, in the eastern and lower section of 
the city. The water rose sixteen feet above 
low-water mark, and cellars in that section 
of the city were flooded. Many people had 
to be removed from their homes in bouts. 
The river was higher than at any time since 
188), when half of Elmira was under water. 
It continued rising until 6 o’clock this even- 
ing, but since that time has fallen as fast. 

Many merchants — P| Water Street have 
had the goods stored in their cellars de- 
stroyed by the water. The damage will 
amount to several thousand dollars. 

The Lehigh Valley Railroad has four 
bridges on the Elmira, Cortland, and North- 
ern Division washed out, and this division 
will not be running in good order before 
Tuesday. Eastern-bound Erie trains are 
stalled at Elmira, Hornellsville, and Waver- 
ly. The Northern Central has stopped all 
passenger trains and will not start running 
trains south of here until 5 o'clock to-mor- 
row morning. They expect then to go 
South only as far as Ralston, Penn. 

The Lackawanna expects to get a train 
out from here to New York at midnight. 
The Erie will try to go east over the Lack- 
awanna, 


FATAL WRECK ON THE ERIE. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Dec. 15.—Several 
large landslides on the Erie Railroad be- 
tween this city and Pondeddy were caused 
by last night’s storm. In a collision be- 
tween two trains one man was killed and 
several injured. The wreck occurred at 
Black Rock Cut, near Port Jervis, and was 
caused by a broken journal. A car of the 
east-bound freight was thrown to the west- 
bound track just as a freight going west 
came along. 

Martin Ryan, head brakeman of the west- 
bound train, was instantly killed, and sev- 
eral other members of the train crew were 
injured. Twenty-six coal cars left the 
track, going down an embankment. Owing 
to the dangerous condition of the Brie 
bridge over the Neversink River, near the 
scene of the wreck, traffic is suspended. 

There was a large washout on the On- 
tario and Western Railroad near Parka- 
ville. It caused a slight wreck and sus- 
pension of traffic to-day. 

The gale continued to-day, and did much 
damage throughout this section. A barn 
on the Cummings farm, owned by James 
W. Sproul of New York, was blown down, 
killing forty-five head of blooded catile. 
The structure was the largest of its kind 
in the county. 


BAD WASH-OUTS NEAR ONEIDA, 
Special to The New York Times. 


ONEIDA, N. Y., Dec. 16.—A heavy rain- 
storm passed over this city last night, 
causing many disastrous washouts. The 
water flooded the railroad tracks south of 
here, completely ruining the roadbed of 
the New York, Ontario and Western. Traf- 
fic on that road is at a standstill, and many 
houses have been inundated, but no loss of 
life is reported. 

The New York Central Railroad’s tracks 
at Greenway, east of this place, are under 
water, and trains are being run over the 
West Shore tracks between Utica and Kirk- 
ville. A large dam owned by the Oneida 
Community at Kenwood, burst last night, 
and many residents had a narrow escape 
with their lives. 


LOSSES AT UTICA ENORMOUS. 
UTICA, N. Y., Dec, 15.—Damage amount- 
ing to hundreds of thousands of dollars 
was caused in this vicinity by the storm of 
Saturday night and early this morning. 
Along the West Canada Creek, which 
empties in the Mohawk River, bridges and 
suw and grist mills have been swept away, 
and it will be many weeks before traffic 
can be resumed. The Mohawk River in 


the city is above its banks, and all the 
fiat land is flooded. 

Washouts and the carrying away of 
bridges have tied up the Mohawk and 
Maione Road completely, and it is not 
thought that trains can get through within 
three days. The Rome, Watertown and Og- 
densburg Road is also tied up. The dam 
at the electric light plant at Morrisville 
bursted, demolishing three houses and 
three barns. The place will be in darkness 
for two weeks. 


MUCH DAMAGE AT TROY. 


TROY, N. Y., Dec. 15.—This city was 
visited this morning by a terrrific wind 
and rain storm, which did damage 
amounting to about $50,000. Roofs were 
torn from buildings, trees blown down, 
telegraph and telephone wires grounded. 
No electric cars were run between here

SCHENECTADY, N. Y., Dec. 15.—The 
dam at Hinckley: Lake, on East Canada 
Creek, twenty-three miles north of Her- 
kimer, gave way this afternoon, and the 
100,000 logs at the dam were swept down 
the creek into the Mohawk River. The 


' logs are valued at $75,000. 


An iron bridge and a sawmill were car- 
ried plone by the force of 
and the floating logs and -both mill and 
bridge were total wrecks. Rivermen and 
agents of the company are stationed all 
along the stream to stop the logs, if pos- 
sible. The water is about fifteen feet 
above low-water mark, and it will be dif- 
ficult to stop the logs, as it will not be 
feasible to stretch a boom across the river 
because of the turbulence of the current. 

The storm did much damage in and about 
this city. The police telegraph service 
wires have been down ever since yester- 
day afternoon. Last night the trolley 
system was tied up for several hours by 
the blowing down of the overhead wires. 


DISASTROUS STORM RAGES 
THROUGH PENNSYLVANIA. 


Damage of Millions of Dollars—Three 
Killed in Wreck—Mines Flooded, 
Roadbeds Washed Away, 
and Houses Isolated. 
PHILADELPHIA. Dec. 15.--For severity 
and destructiveness the storm which vis- 
ited Eastern and Central Pennsylvania last 
night has not been equaled in this State for 
twenty-five years. It caused almost un- 
precedented damage and resulted in the 
loss of at least four lives. The havoc in 
the coa] regions is enormous, and the loss 
to railroad and mining companies. will 

amount to millions of dollars. 

The Schuylkill, Lehigh, Susquehanna, and 
Juniata Rivers have risen as high as fif- 
teen feet above their levels, and all of 
their tributaries have overflowed, inun- 


dating the surrounding country in more 
than a dozen counties. 

Innumerable washouts have occurred on 
the Pennsylvania, Philadelphia and Read- 
ing, Northern Central, Lehigh Valley, New 
Jersey Central, and Lackawanna Rallroads. 
Bridges were carried away and traffic is 
at a standstill. The delegates to the con- 
vention of the American Federation of La- 
bor are storm-bound at Scranton, with no 
idea when they will be able to leave. 

The force of the water weakened the 
supports of a bridge spanning a creek near 
Williamsport, and as a result a freight 
train was wrecked and three men killed. 
At Oneida, near Hazleton, a miner was 
swept from a bridge and drowned, 

In the Schuylkill Valley forty-eight mines 
were flooded, and in the Lehigh and Lacka+ 
wanna regions the destruction was equally 
great. Hundreds of mules were drowned 
in the collieries, and it will be weeks be- 
fore many of the mines can resume opera- 
tions. 

In some sections the water reached the 
second stories of dweilings. The town of 
Westmore, near Wilkesbarre, is sub- 
merged, and many of the residents have 
left their homes in boats. Similar condi- 
tions exist along the Juniata River, farm- 
ers being compelled by the steadily rising 
water to abandon their houses. 

The flood.was rendered more disastrous 
by the melting of the snow on the mount- 
ain sides. The storm broke with great 
severity yesterday afternoon, after the rain 
had been falling incessantly for several 
days. At Pottsville and other places In 
Schuylkill County ten inches of rain fell 
in twenty-four hours. 

The high wind accompanying the rain un- 
roofed many houses, and individual losses 
wiil be great. 


PITTSBURG ESCAPES A FLOOD. 


Only the Sudden Fall in Temperature 
Averts a Destructive Overflow 
from the Swollen Rivers. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Dec. 15.—‘‘ One of 
the greatest floods in the history of Pitts- 
burg was averted only by the sudden drop 
in the temperature. The rise at the head- 
water of the Allegheny and Monongahela 
Rivers was about stopped at midnight, and 
the nivers will likely slowly recede."’ 

The above statement was made to-night 
by Weather Forecaster Frank Ridgway. At 
10 o'clock the Government thermometer 
registered 7 above zero, and Mr. Ridgway 
says it will drop to zero by 8 o'clock in the 
morning. 

The remarkable weather conditions that 
prevailed in Pittsburg and Western Penn- 
sylvania during the past week culminated 
to-day in a decided drop of the tempera- 
ture, accompanied by a flood stage of water 
in the three rivers. Some suffering and 
many thousand dollars’ worth of damage 
were the result. Part of Allegheny and 
Pittsburg were submerged, household goods 
and stores that were placed in cellars and 
basements were damaged, and coal fleets 


on the rivers were twisted from thelr moor- 
ings and sent crashing down the Ohio, 
threatening destruction to whatever came 
in their course. 

The baseball grounds at Exposition Park 
are under water to-night, and the tracks 
of the Pittsburg and Western Railroad and 
the Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg are 
submerged also. Swirling, crashing, and 
carrying danger to everything in their 
way, seventy-five empty coal barges and 
fifty loaded boats were torn from their 
moorings to-night and went down the Ohlo 
River at a terrific rate. The packet Ben 
Hur was on her way to the Pittsbur 
wharf, with a good passenger list aboard, 
and barely escaped a fatal calamity. 

The barges tugged at the ropes, there 
was a sudden snap, and like a vast floating 
pier, the seventy-five of them, swung into 
the middle of the Ohio River. No one was 
on the barges at the time. As soon as 
they broke away the great danger to any 
craft that was below became imminent. It 
was impossible to stop the fleét, as the mo- 
mentum grew stronger and stronger. Warn- 
ings and messengers were quickly dis- 
patched along the lower parts of the river 
and the people in shanty boats and those 
who had valuable interests at the water's 
edge were told of what had happened. 

When the runaways reached Davig Isl- 
and Dam they had become separated and 
were going at a high rate of speed. In 
going over the dam they carried with them 
the signal lights and a portion of the ma- 
chinery. What other damage they may in- 
flict can not be predicted at this time. 


PATERSON POOLROOM RAID. 


One Hundred Men Caught—Seven Ar- 
rested—Result of Mayor Hinch- 
liffe’s Investigation. 


PATERSON, N. J., Dec. 15.—While the 
fourth race was being run at New Orleans 
yesterday Detectives McInerney and Lord 
raided a poolroom at 100 Market Street, 
this city. Seven men were taken out of the 
hundred caught in the place. Upon their 
arrival at the police station the party was 
ushered into the big assembly room, while a 


telephone message was sent to Recorder 
Senior requesting his immediate attendance. 

Twenty minutes later court opened. John 
Walsh and Thomas Kane were called to the 
bar and charged with keeping a poolroom. 
Both pleaded guilty and bai! was fixed at 
$1,000 each. he other five, who gave 
their names as Wallace Brown, George 
Willis, Dennis McLaughlin, George Cline, 
and John Finn, were charged with bein 
frequenters of the said poolroom and fin 
$5 each. The fines were paid. 

The circumstances which led to the raid 
are peculiar. A poolroom had been oper- 
ated for some time on Park Avenue. A 
wholesale liquor dealer in New York had 
secured a judgment against the proprietor, 
and the liquor dealer's agent wrote a letter 
to ayor Hinchliffe declaring that the 
»lace could not be run any longer. Mayor 

inchliffe accordingly started an investi- 
gation, in the course of which he learned 
that a poolroom had been running’ in prop- 
erty owned by Mayor Hinchliffe himself, 
but had closed. 

Word was then sent the police, with in- 
structions to look out for all such places. 
They found everythi closed up. mong 
the places the detectives visited was the 
former institute property. Here a new bar- 
tender had just ne who did not 
know the police detectives and who 
thought they were a couple of “ sports." 

When the detectives inquired as to where 
they could place a bet on horses, the bar- 
tender innocently informed them. that the 
game had moved further down the street, 
and told them where they could be accom- 
modated. The detectives made the bent of

THE NEW YORK 


COLD WAVE USHERED IN 
BY FIERCE NORTHWESTER 


Wind Blusters About the City at 
Sixty-four Miles an Hour Rate. 


Plays Pranks with Shivering Pedestri- 
ans, Telegraph Wires, and the 
Signs on Buildings. 


The predictions of the men who at the 
behest of the Government of the United 
States manipulate the weather hereabout, 
that westerday was going to be a grand 
combination of gale and ice, was fulfilled 
to the letter. Early in the morning the 
rain was still falling, but it was a different 
kind of rain from the unpleasant misty af- 
fair that made lifé in the metropolis so 
miserable Saturday. It was not of long 
duration, however, and in the afternoon the 
skies cieared and all that was left was 
the fierce northwester that increased in 
fury with the hours and was accompanied 
by a fall in temperature. 

All over the city, especially 
where the wind had full play, the scene was 
one oi hat chasing and shivering humanity. 
Signs that were fastened to buildings by 
hooks and others of the swinging variety 
kept time with the wind in the liveliest 
fashion, and in many cases were torn loose, 
while flags on poles atop of the skyscrapers 
stood ovt as if they were made of wood or 
iron. The parks were practically deserted 
all day, not even the man who is in the 
habit of making his home on the benches 
and grass in them being brave enough to 
lounge in a place so favorable to the 
pranks of Boreas. 

The velocity of the wind was forty-eight 
miles at 7 o’clock in the morning, and it 
increased throughout the day, at one time 
reaching sixty-four miles an houh. The 
temperature at 7 o'clock A. M. was 40 de- 
grees, but at 10 o'clock at night it was 40 
degrees and still falling. 

Among the accidents to persons in the 
city that which befell Henry Senst, the 
fourteen-year-old son of a policeman at- 
tached to the Morrisania Police Station, 
was the most serious. The boy, during the 
windstorm in the afternoon, was playing 
on the top of the retaining wall of the 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad, at 
Hunt’s Point depot. He wus caught by a 
strong gust of wind, picked fairly off his 
feet, and thrown to the ground fifteen feet 
below. His nose was broken and his left 
arm fractured. His injuries were dressed 
at the Fordham Hospital. 

A girl was blown off of the sidewalk on 
Park Row, opposite the bridge entrance. 
She was assisted to her feet by four men, 
all of whom had their hats whisked off as 
they ran to her aid, and had a lively chase 
before they regained them. The girl was 
only slightly bruised. 

A dozen wigs, the tints of which ranged 
from jet black to blonde and auburn, were 
scattered along Twenty-third Street from 
Sixth to Seventh Avenue last night by a

Lena Barry, at 128 West Lh es Oe 
third Street. The wigs had adorned the 
heads of a dozen wax figures, which were 
also blown out of the case and rolled on 
the sidewalk. Several of the passers-by 
chased after the wigs, which were picked 
up by some young men, who, regarding the 
catastrophe as a good joke, went off with 
them. he case was reported at the West 
Thirtieth Street Station as a robbery, and 
detectives were sent out to look for the 
persons who ran away with the tresses. 

Very little damage was reported in the 
city during the day. The telegraph people 
experienced some trouble. Acting Manager 
Howell of the Western Union said that a 
number of the wires of his company were 
out of order during the morning, but at 1 
P. M. everything was in good working or- 
der. The zone of trouble, he said, was 
about Atlanta and Washington, and In the 
mountain region around Mauch Chunk, 
where poles had been washed away the 
flood. A number of wires around ount 
Vernon and on Long Island had also been 
broken, but the breaks were soon mended. 

The Postal Telegraph Company had some 
trouble in the South and West. The inter- 
ruption in the Western wires was said to 
be west of Buffalo, between Meadville and 
Cleveland. All of the New England wires, 
with one exception, were woes through- 
out the day. The wire out of order, which 
was between New York and Hartford, was 
back in commission before noon. 

The railroads also reported some trouble 
in the working of their systems. 

The first section of the Southwestern 
Limited reached the Grand Central Depot 
at 8:25 P. M., two hours and twenty-five 
minutes late; the second section of the 
same train, due here a few minutes after 
6 o'clock, was expected to arrive about 
2 o'clock this morning. 

The Eastern Express over the New York 
Central, due here at 8:45, got in at 11:55, 
while the Chicago Limited was 5 hours and 
55 minutes late, getting in at 12:56 this 
morning. 

The passengers on these trains said the 
snowstorms west of Buffalo were raging 
blizzards. There was heavy snow falling 
between Buffalo and Albany they said. 


BREAK IN WEST’S COLD WAVE. 


Yesterday Was Cold at the Start, but 
Reports Show a General Modera- 
tion Through Northwest. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—This was the coldest 
day Chicago has experienced in the month 
of December since the local weather Bu- 
reau was established thirty years ago. For 
three hours this morning the mercury stood 
at 12 degrees below zero. Later, however, 
the skies cleared and the wind died down, 
and to-night the thermometer at the bureau 
registered but 3 degrees below, While there 
was considerable suffering among the poor, 
many of whom were unprepared for the 
sudden change, no deaths from cold were 
reported to-day. 


SHEBOYGAN, Wis., Dec. 15.—The ther- 
mometer dropped to 18 below zero here 


to-day. Capt. John Bolton and Mate 
Thomas Sweeney of the steamboat Rand 
had their ears, faces, and hands badly 
frozen in trying to make port in the fog. 


ST PAUL, Minn., Dec. 15.—From all of 
the stations in the far Northwest come re- 
orts that there has been a decided rise in 
emperature, Sub-zero weather continues 
to be reported, however, but not such in- 
tense cold as during the previous twenty- 
four hours. In St. Paul the lowest tem- 
gnese to-day was 2 degrees below Zero. 
he rapid rise in the Canadian northwest 
has induced snowstorms and _ cloudy 
weather, but the snow fall so far has not 
been heavy enough to cause material de- 
lay to traffic. The cold wave seems to be 
broken in the whole Northwest. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Dec. 15.—Temperatures 
in Kansas have risen from 10 to 30 de- 
grees since last night, and the indications 
are that by to-morrow the weather will be 
much warmer. The damage to stock, while 
severe, Was not so great as was expected. 
Wheat in Central Kansas is seriously in- 
jured on account of the absence of snow, 


FURLINGTON, Iowa, Dec. 15.—The ther- 
mometer registered 15 below zero early this 
morning, but the weather moderated 
during the day, and it is expected there 
will be further relief by Monday. 


LIMA, Ohio, Dec. 15.—From 56 degrees 
above zero the temperature dropped to 8 
below between Saturday morning and Sun- 
day morning in_ this city. It remains at 
zero to-night. The natural gas supply has 
gone out in a number of houses, and where 
no other method of heati was provided 
there was much suffering. Railroad traffic 
is suffering badly, through trains being 
from eight to twelve hours late, and some 
others being frozen up on sidings. 


INTENSE COLD IN TEXAS. 
AUSTIN, Texas, Dec. 15.—The cold wave 
which has been sweeping over the North 
and West for the past four days, and which 
appeared here yesterday, has grown in in- 
tensity during the day, and to-night it Is

BARK ASHORE AT OCEAN CITY. 


Thirty-seven Men Taken Off the Sindia 
by Life-Saving Crew—Her Cap- 
tain Severely Injured. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Dec. 15.—The 
British bark Sindia, bound from Kobe, 
Japan, io New York, with a general cargo, 
went ashore last night in the storm off 
Ocean City. She has fourteen feet of water 
in her hold, and it is supposed a big hole 
has been stove in her forward port quarter. 

She was commanded by Capt. McKenzie 
and had a crew of thirty-three men. When 
the vessel struck she listed sharply and 
several men were thrown into the water, 
but were pulled out by their shipmates 
while the life-saving crew were putting out 
in the surfboats. All were brought ashore, 
but it was found that Capt. McKenzie had 
been severely injured by a fall while aiding 
in the work of rescue. He is being cared 
for at the life-saving station. 

The Sindia lies broadside on, and in a 
bad position. A wrecking tug is standing 
by and ran out kedge anchors in an effort 
to pee the vessel out, but she is pounding 
badly. 


SCHOONER BLOWN ASHORE. 


Seven Men Rescued from the Mary Gray 
at Point Pleasant. 

POINT PLEASANT, N. J., Dec. 15,—The 
three-masted schooner Mark Gray was 
blown ashore last night near Seaside Park. 

Her peril was seen by the life savers 
vor a half hour before she ran aground, and 
they were ready for her. Capt. Lynch and 
his crew of six men were taken off by the 
life savers without very great trouble. 
They are being cared for at the life saving 
station. 

The vessel was bound from Boston to 
Brunswick, Ga. She is in ballast, and lies 
in a bad position, It is thought she will 
break up, although the off-shore wind blow- 
ing to-night is favorable to her. - 


WIND CRIPPLES CAR LINES. 


Entire Trolley System of Paterson Par- 
alyzed for Hours. 
PATERSON, N. J., Dec. 15.—The blowing 
down of several trees in this city this even- 
ing by the high wind brought the trolley 

car system of the city to a standstill. 

In falling the trees not only broke the 
overhead wires, but blocked the rails so 
that the emergency wagons could not get 
to the places where the wires had snapped. 
To work on the trees while the live wires 
lay around was useless and dangerous, and 
the power was shut down, bringing prac- 
tically every car on the lines to a stop 
where it happened to be.

New York’s Borrowing Capacity Un- 
wisely Restrained, He Says— Ad- 
vocates Municipal News Bureau. 


In discyssing the question of the city’s 
debt limit yesterday, Controller Bird S. 
Coler said that he had suggested for dis- 
cussion a proposition that municipal prop- 
erties which have satisfactorily proved 
their ability to pay for themselves be ex- 
empted from counting against the city’s 
credit. Mr, Coler also said, in this connec- 
tion, that in getting such matters before 
the public he believed a municipal news bu- 
reau would be of great value. 

“In municipal finance, unlike private or 
corporate finance,’”’ said the Controller, 
“the more property a city has the less 
money it can borrow. New York owns 
real property which if sold at one-half its 
actual value would pay off the entire city 
debts. Yet the very fact of the city’s own- 
ing it takes from the borrowing power of 
New York one-tenth it would be assessed 
for. 

‘““All property belonging to the city, like 
waterworks, docks, rapid transit, which 
bring in revenue, have the same effect upon 
the debt limit. If owned by private corpo- 
rations they would be assessed for taxa- 
tion, and then the city could borrow 10 per 
cent. of that assessment.

PLAN FOR NATIONAL 
COLONY OF LEPERS. 


One Square Mile to be Set Apart for 
Those Afflicted, According to 
the Measure. 


Physicians throughout the country, and 
particularly in New York and San Fran- 
cisco, are manifesting deep interest in a bill 
to provide a National leper law, which is 
likely to be introduced by Senator T. C. 
Platt in the Senate and by Representative 
I. P. Wagner of Pennsylvania in the House 
of Representatives this week. The inten- 
tion of the bill is to have this Nation in 
harmony with the suggestions for interna- 
tional action of the Berlin Leper Confer- 
ence, 

The bill provides for a Commissioner of 
Leprosy, who shall be a physician of ten 
years’ practice and who shall receive a 
salary of $5,000 a year. He is to reside in 
New York or San Francisco. For the erec- 
tion of buildings for the lepers $50,000 is 
to be appropriated. In addition, a square 
mile of the public domain is to be set aside 
for the colony ot unfortunates, 

No lepers are to be admitted as immi- 
grants, and persons coming from leprous 
families are to be under the strict super- 
vision of the authorities for at least seven 


years. Among the other provisions of the 
act are the following: 


It shall be unlawful for any State Board of 
Health knowingly to keep or allow to be kept 
within its jurisdiction any leper, unless such 
leper is isolated in a special asylum, away 
from patients suffering from other diseases; or 
permit such leper, if able io take care of him- 
self, or if he ts taken care of by his family, to 
remain in his family or with strangers in the 
household, otherwise than under the strict 
supervision of the State Board of Health, ap- 
proved by the National Commissioner of Lep- 
rosy. in no case shall such leper be permitted 
to reside in any public boarding house, hotel, 
or eat at a public restaurant. His clothing is 
to be kept apart and his washing to be done 
separately. in no case shali his clothes be 
washed in a public !aundry. He must use and 
wash his own eating utensils, sleep alone, un-

* Sequestration must not be used by half; 
to isolate a leper in his own house, as they 
do in Norway, is only to gild the pill to 
hide its blackness, without diminishing its 
effect. On the other hand, to condemn 
an individual to a cooped-up room, to de- 
prive him of air and exercise, is a thou- 
sand times worse than to condemn him to 
the galleys. The isolation must be social, 
not individual. 

“The lepers, far from being afraid to 
leave society, will desire to do 30, and, al- 
though their disease will remaia, they will 
have a more tolerable existence. We shall 
in this manner cut at the root a plague 
which threatens the future of ex anding 
America and which would put hundreds of 
families in mourning. 

“The Scandinavian States, such as IIli- 
nois, Indiana, Michigan, and Minnesota, 
will doubtless through their Senators and 
Representatives oppose the bill, it bein 
the belief of the Scandinavians of wealt 
that individual fsolation is a preventative 
of the spread of the disease. r. Arnauer 
Hansen, the Scandinavian authority, says 
that through this method the lepers have 
not only avoided unusual hardships, but 
that there were 8,000 sufferers in 1856 and 
only 700 this year. He does not explain 
that this decrease was largely due to ex- 
porting them to the United States. 

“France discovered that in two prov- 
inces leprosy was on the increase, or rather 
had reappeared, and vigorous measures 
The confer- 
ence in Berlin has shown that the peril of 
the plague is growing, and America must 
take some action to protect herself. It is 
a very real and urgent precaution.” 


BOMBARDED A RESTAURANT. 


Four Men Not Only Refused to Pay for 
Dinner, but Smashed the Windows. 
Four men yesterday afternoon bombarded

SAYS JEWISH UNITY IS 
A CREATION OF FANCY. 


Baltimore Rabbi Maintains that it 
Never Can Exist Under the Pres 
ent Conditions. 

Special to The New York Times. 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 15.—The rabbis of 
Baltimore have been discussing the ques- 
tion of Jewish unity. Dr. William Roseman 
of the Eutaw Place Temple recently said 
that the need of a united Israel was 
marked, in view of the conditions by which 
Israel is surrounded. United Israel, he de- 
clared, was the natural resultant of the 
forces operating in Israel’s life. The Rev. 
Dr. Charles A. Rubinstein of Har Sinaf 
Temple to-day took a different view. He 
said: 

“One of the least satisfying of all ques- 
tions relating to modern Judaism is the 
one bearing on Jewish unity. That is al- 
ways in the air, as if the Jewish people 
expected it or desired it. As a matter of 
fact, it ls only the creation of fancy, hav- 
ing neither form nor substance in the real 
Jewish consciousness, To speak of a united 
Israel in other than in a political sense 
is to speak of something in Jewish his- 
tory that is conspicuous only for its ab- 
sence. 

“ This condition, far from being a defect 
in the religious development of Israel, is in 
reality the source of our strength, It shows 
that our religious consciousness has been 
free from constraint, and that it can keep 
true to fundamental truths without coer- 
cion. Jewish religious history is thus a 
history of the freedom of the conscience, 
All attempts to establish a certain fixed 
form of Jewish belief and Jewish practice 
violate the principle of religious autonomy 
inherent in every Jew. 

“The Zionist deliberately closes his eyes 
to the present in the hope of bringing 
about something that never existed in the 
past. The Talmudist endeavors to find in 
the past what he cannot practically use 
in the present. Not that we should ever 
forget alestine or cease to study the 
Talmud. These have their uses from the 
point of view of academy discipline. But 
as factors in our modern life they have no 
rank whatever. 

“It is useless to force mediaeval ideas 
on a world that is reaping the benefits of 
modern thought. The stream of progress 
will not flow backward to accommodate 
impractical idealists. Instead of laborin 
for a unity that has never existed an 
never can exist under present conditions, 
we should study present situations. There 
are social problems, industrial probelms, 

hetto problems, and their solution will 

e found not in sciences or legal enact- 
ments, but in a more general application 
of the principles of humanity. eligion 
will become the final arbiter between men.”

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STRINGENT MEASURES 
AGAINST THE FILIPINOS 


Gen. Bell Determined to Stamp Out 
~ Insurrection in Batangas. 


On Account of Treachery of Officials, 
Natives Will Be Forced to Concen- 
trate—Torres Is Submissive. 


MANILA, Dec. 15.—Gen. J. Franklin Bell 
has been exceedingly active in Batangas 
Province, where he intends by every means 
available to stamp out the insurrection. 
There are daily small fights between the 
insurgents and the men of Gen. Bell's com- 
mand, in which the former are almost in- 
variably routed. Lieut. Hennessy of the 
Eighth Infantry, together with one Amer- 
ican scout and six Filipinos, captured an 
insurgent Major with 42 men, 22 rifles, and 
880 rounds of ammunition without the loss 
of a man. 

A number of captured documents and pa- 
pers now in the hands of Gen. Bell impli- 
cate in the insurrection the Presidente and 
other prominent natives of Lian, Batangas 
Province. Gen. Bell has notified the na- 
tives in Batangas that on Dec, 28 he pur- 
poses to concentrate them in the neighbor- 
hood of the towns. He will move their 
live stock, rice, &c., to within the limits 
of concentration. After this date every- 
thing outside these limits will be confis- 
cated. 

The roads from Batangas and Laguna 
Provinces are lined with a continuous 
stream of native men, women, and chil- 
Gren in carryalls, carts, and mounted on 
cafabaos, seeking safety from the hor- 
rors of war. The column under Col. Theo- 
dore J. Wint of the Sixth Cavalry is tire- 
less in its operations against the insurgents, 
and has received high praise from the mil- 
itary authorities. 

The insurgent Gen. Torres, who was 
found guilty by a military commission of 
ordering the assassination of an American 
Corporal and sentenced to be hanged, but 
whose sentence was disapproved by Gen. 
Chaffee, broke down when he was released. 
He said it was just that his life be spared 
because he was innocent of the crime im- 
puted to him. He has expressed his high- 
est regard and warmest teelings for Gen. 
Chaffee, ahd his appreciation that the su- 
reme military power in the Philippines is

THIS WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


Hay-Pauncefote Treaty the Senate’s 
Only Business Before Holidays— 


Philippine Tariff Discussion 


in the -House. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Very little busi- 


; ness beyond the consideration of the Hay- 


Pauncefote treaty will be transacted in the 
Senate before the adjournment for the holi- 
days. In accordance with the agreement 
reached oa Friday, the treaty will be voted 
upon before the Senate adjourns to-morrow. 
Senator Teller (Silver, Col.,) will make the 
first speech of the day, and will be foi- 


towed by others with brief talks. The op- 
ponents of the treaty admit that there is 


no doubt of its ratification. 

On Tuesday the ahnouncement of the 
changes in committee will be made, and 
there is a probability that after “this an- 
nouncement the Senate will adjourn until 
Thursday, after which the holidays will be- 
gin, to last until Jan. 6 If there are busi- 
ness sessions on Wednesday and Thursday, 
Senator Mcrgan (Dem., Ala.,) will make an 
effort to secure action on his bill authoriz- 
ing the acquisition of right of way for the 
Nicaragua Canal, but Senators on_ the 
Republican side of the chamber are inclined 
to postpone all important legislation until 
after the Christmas recess. 

Before the adjournment of Thursday a 
number ct nominations will probably be 
acted upon, and the chances are that Attor- 
ney General Knox's will be among those 
to receive attention. 

The introduction of resolutions bearing 
on the case of Rear Admiral Schley is also 
ainong the probabilities, but no action in 
that direction is definitely planned for the 
present. = 

The House will pass the bill to pons 
temporary revenues for the Philippine Isl- 
ands. Under the agreement made general 
debate will extend throughout Tuesday 
and until 4 o’clock on Wednesday, when a 
vote will be taken. There will be no op- 
portunity to amend the measure, and a 
break in the party lines is certain on both 
sides of the House. 

Mr. McCall of Massachusetts, the Repub- 
lican member of the Ways and Means Com- 

ittee who opposed the Porto Rican bill 
dfring the last Congress, will speak against 
the measure, and will be supported in his 
dissent frora his Republican colleagues by 
Mr. Littlefield of Maine and perhaps by 
several other Republicans who opposed the 
Porto Rican bill and who hold that a sim- 
ilar issue is presented at this time. 

On the Democrate side Mr. Robertson, 
(La.,) a member of the Ways and Means 
Committee, will support the bill, and the 
remainder of the Louisiana delegation will 
do likewise. Representing the cane sugar 
interests of their State, they are opposed 
to concessions on sugar duties, either from 
the Philippines or Cuba. 

The general belief is that the bill will 
receive as many Democratic votes as it 
loses votes on the Republican side, and that 
the majority in its favor will be about equal 
to the normal Republican majority in the 
House. 


OHIO’S FACTIONAL FIGHT. 


Senators Hanna and Foraker May Go 
Home to Lead Their Respec- 
tive Forces. 

CINCINNATI, Dec. 15.—Much interest is 
taken in the expected trip of George B. 
Cox and other Republican leaders to Wash- 
ington this week. Owing to the contest be- 
tween the friends of Senator Foraker and 
of Senator Hanna over the organization of 
the Legislature, there is an unusual agita- 
tion all over the State. It is reported that 
there may be another attempt to compro- 
mise, by a conference in Washington, be- 
fore the Republican caucuses shall be held 
at Columbus, two weeks from next Satur- 
day. If no compromise shall be effected, it 
is reported that both Senators Foraker and 


Hanna may come to Columbus, after Con- 
gress shall adjourn for the holidays, to 
marshal their respective forces for the cau- 
cus contests. 

In the campaigns of the past Summer, it 
is reported that the Ohio Senators co-op- 
erated in the interest of Republican candi- 
dates for the Legislature as Senator Fora- 
ker’s successor is to be elected in January, 
and Senator Hanna’s successor two years 
hence. The junior Ohio Senator was in- 
terested as well as the senior Senator, be- 
cause it so happened that about 8 per cent. 
of the members-elect are in their first 
terms and are expected to be serving their 
second terms when the election of Senator 
Hanna’s successor shall take place in the 
next Legislature. 

The Hanna men claim the Foraker men 
proceeded, after the election, to form 
slates for the organization of both branches 
of the Legislature with ulterior views, no- 
tably that of the retirement of Hanna two 
years hence. The contest about two weeks 
ago broke out into open conflict, and now 
there are opposing tickets, composed of 
Foraker and Hanna men, respectively, for 
the caucuses of both the Republican State 
Senators and the Republican Representa- 
tives. The opposing candidates are not lim- 
ited to the presiding officers, but the fac- 
tional lines are carried on down the list to 
include the clerks, sergeant at arms, and 
others, 

While contests are usual 
nlaces on the convening of a new Legis- 
ature, there never has been one on such 
lines as are drawn at this time. Many lead- 
ing Republicans from Ohio have visited 
Washington the past week and 
them reports any prospect of, peace or com- 
promise, so that the indications are that 
the contest will continue for-three weeks 
longer.

Hayes Was Awakened by Robbers | Several Knocked Unconscious in 


and Prompt to Act. 


Brooklyn Man Clad in Night Clothes 
Pursued Fleeing Marauders and 
Shot One Who May Die. 


Residents of Manhassett Place, near 
Rapelye Street, Brooklyn, were aroused 
from their slumbers shortly after 4 o'clock 
yesterday morning by the report of a pis- 
tol, followed by a scream of pain, Running 
to their windows they saw a man stagger 
down the street a short distance, then 
throw up his hands and drop to the side- 
walk, while another man, dressed only in 
his night clothes, and carrying a revolver, 
ran up to him. 

This exciting early morning scene 
an outcome of a burglary at the home of 
John F. Hayes, at 8 Manhassett Place, and 
the man who had fallen to the sidewalk is 
alleged to have been one of the burglars 
concerned in the robbery. He had dropped 
with a bullet in his back, fired by the man 
in night clothes, Mr. Hayes. 

Hayes lives with his family on the first 
floor of an apartment house. Shortly after 
4 o’clock yesterday morning he was awak- 
ened by hearing some one moving about in 
the front room. Getting quietly out of bed 
Tiayes took his revolver from under the 
pillow and stole cautiously to the door 
opening into the parlor. He saw that one 
of the front windows had been forced 
open, and in the faint light which came in 
from the street he beheld two men in the 
room. 

Cocking his revolver, Hayes jumped into 


the room. The burglars heard the click of 
the weapon as it was cocked, and turn- 
ing, saw Hayes, With the quickness of cats 
the pair sprang through the window, and 
landing on the sidewalk, started to sprint 
away. 

Hayes was surprised by the sudden move, 
but without a second’s hesitation he sprang 
through the window after the men. As one 
of the fleeing men passed under the light 
of a street lamp Hayes drew a bead on him 
and fired. The man uttered a cry of pain, 
and with his hand pressed to his back 
staggered a few feet further, then fell ina 
limp heap to the pavement. 

Hayes summoned the police, and the lat- 
ter called an ambulance from the Long 
Island College Hospital. Surgeon Wilson, 
who responded, found that the man on the 
sidewalk had been dangerously wounded, 
and he hurried him away to the hospital. 
There it was found, upon examination, 
that the bullet had entered the man’s 
back and had probably penetrated to a 
vital part. Yesterday afternoon the doc- 
tors at the hospital decided that the only 
hope of saving the man’s life was in an 
operation, which was performed, Last night 
it was said at the hospital that it was be- 
lieved the man would die. 

After he had been taken to the hospital 
the wounded man said that he was Joseph 
Clark, nineteen years old, of 677 Union 
Street. 

Capt. Devanney of the Butler Street 
Police Station, with Detectives Lynch and 
Delaney, spent the greater part of yester- 
day hunting for the burglar who got away. 
Learning that the man was likely to be 
found in one of the resorts along the 
water front, Detective Lynch disguised 
himself as a longshoreman and con- 
tinued the hunt in that assumed character. 
Late in the afternoon the officers arrested 
two men whom they found in a stone yard 
on Hamilton Avenue, near Hicks Street, 
on suspicion, and they were locked up in 
the Butler Street Station. The prisoners 
described themselves as James Cruse, 
twenty years old, of 525 Clinton Street, 
and William G. Gilmartin, twenty-one 
years old, of 192 Sackett Street. 

Hayes was placed under arrest in con- 
nection with the shooting of Clark. He was 
discharged when arraigned in the Butler 
Street Police Court.

VOLUNTEER FIRE COMPANY 
IN BOROUGH OF THE BRONX. 


In Despair Over the City’s Poor Service, 
Citizens of Belimont Organize 
Themselves. 

A Volunteer Fire Department has been 
organized in Bellmont, a growing district of 
the Greater New York, lying between Tre- 
mont and Fordham, in the Bronx. Resi- 
dents have complained again and again to 
the city authorities that they did not have 
adequate protection against fire. Flames 
that could easily have been extinguished 
if the engines could have arrived before 
they had destroyed homes and threatened 
others, have been several times reported. 
The people of Bellmont asserted that the 


engines from Tremont and Fordham ar- 
rived in time merely to put out the embers. 
No attention was given to the citizens of 
Bellmont, and they grew alarmed, 

A meeting was called Saturday night in 
the Anderson Memorial Church. A Grinz- 
berger of 183 Prospect Avenue presided. 
There were several speeches made, in which 
the horrors of fire were dwelt on, and 
tose who had suffered most testified to 
their losses and to the late coming of the 
fire companies from the adjacent com- 
munities. It was stated in vigorous lan- 
guage that the city. which had absorbed 
them and to which they paid taxes, did not 
seem to care whether they were all cre- 
mated in the night time. 

At the suggestion of the Rev. James 
Hunter it was decided to organize a Fire 
Depariment of their own. After many mo- 
tions as to a name it was decided to call 
the organization the Bellmont Volunteer 
Hose Con pany. A committee was then ap- 

ointed, which was authorized to purchase 
500 feet of hose and a gasoline fire engine. 
The Rev. Dr. Hunter was elected Chief and 
Joseph Rhenish Captain. 

Mr. Grinzberger offered a lot on his prop- 
erty for the erection of a fire engine house, 
and the committee was authorized to begir: 
work at once, so that the new engine could 
be appropriately housed and the hose and 
other paraphernalia protected against in- 
clement weather and thieves. 


Jeffersonian Club. 


Police Find Quantities of Cuts and 


Bruises, but Make No Arrests—A 
County Committee Row. 


NEWARK, N. J., Dec. 15.—The home of 
the Jeffersonian Club, the leading Demo- 
cratic political organization in New Jersey, 
was the scene about midnight last night of 
a free fight. The fight was the outcome of 
the bitterness between the Stone and 
Gillen factions of the Fourth Ward. At the 
primaries last night Charles P. Gillen, one 
of the present County Committeemen who 
ran for re-election, was defeated by John 
E. O’Harra, who was Alexander Stone’s 
candidate. Stone is also a member of the 
County Committee, 

After the primaries the two factions met 
on the second floor of the Jeffersonian Club 
Building, on West Park Street, which is 
leased to the county organization. Heated 
words were exchanged, a defi to fight was 
given out by the Stone men, and in a min- 
ute a score or more men Were fighting like 
demons. Gillen was backed by his three 
brothers, John, William, and Hugh, the lat- 
ter a cripple, and some of their admirers. 

The Stone faction outnumbered them two 
to one, but the Gillen crowd put up a fierce 
fight. Furniture was upset and wrecked, 
bric-A-brac was broken, and it looked as 
though there would be more serious trouble 
when Chief of Police Hopper and the re- 
serves from the First Precinct arrived. 

Just as the police entered Hugh Gillen 
landed in front of them in the main hall, 
having been thrown bodily from the sec- 
ond landing. On the floor above they found 
a couple of men lying unconscious. They 
had been knoked out, one with a blow of a 
fist and the other with a blackjack which 
one of the Gillen faction had. 

When the police succeeded in quelling the 


row there were at least a dozen men stand- 
ing around with torn and bloody clothing, 
black eyes, cut heads, and swelled lips. The 
Gillen faction was removed from the build- 
ing and shortly afterward the others left. 
No arrests were made. 

After the men who had been knocked out 
were revived they were taken away by 
friends. The others had their injuries 
dressed in the neighborhood. 

The members of the Jeffersonian Club are 
greatly wrought up over the affair, as the 
club was in nowise responsible for it. The 
row was in the County Committee rooms. 
The county organization will be notified to 
vacate at once, as the club will not submit 
to a repetition of such an affair. 


PILOT STRICKEN AT WHEEL. 


Ferryboat Bumped Into the Pier at 
Williamsburg While Capt. Kane 
Lay Unconscious. 

Capt. Kane, pilot of the ferryboat New- 
town of the Houston Street Ferry, was 
stricken with paralysis early yesterday 
morning while at the wheel. The boat was 
on its last trip from Manhattan, and had 
but few passengers. Fortunately the boat 
was within a short distance of the Will- 
famsburg slip when the pilot was stricken. 
Instead of entering the slip it went in 
the direction of the North First Street 
pier, into which it bumped with great 
force, rebounded, and bumped into the 

pier again. 

The deckhands shouted to the Captain, 
and receiving no reply, hurried to the pilot- 
house, and found Capt. Kane lying un- 
conscious on the floor.

The anonymous author of these remarkable 
books has been alternately reported as a culti- 
vated American woman, a German Princess and 
a German Countess.

LINERS BRING TONS OF 
MAIL FROM EUROPE 


Etruria Loaded with 1,775 Sacks, 
La Bretagne with 550. 


Both Vessels Encountered Heavy Storms 
on the Passage—Archbishop 
Chapelle Arrives. 


Two trans-Atlantic liners, both of which 
had been buffeted nearly all the way across 
by high head winds and mountainous 
seas, arrived at this port yesterday morn- 
ing. The vessels were the Cunarder Etru- 
ria from Liverpool and La Bretagne of the 
French Line from Havre. Both brought 
a fairly large number of saloon passen- 
gers and a great amount of mail that 
people on the other side are anxious to 
reach persons in this country, Mexico and 
Canada before Christmas. 

The Etruria especially had a tremendous 
mail, no less than seventy tons being on 
her deck awaiting transfer to the mail 
boat when she steamed into Quarantine 
yesterday morning. This heavy load of 
personal communications, advertising mat- 

“ter and merchandise had been taken out of 
the hold early in the morning and put on 
@éck on the starboard side. When it had 
all been taken out the liner listed so heav- 
ily to that side that on reaching Quaran- 
tine the mail boat was unable to get along- 
side with safety, and had to wait until the 
vessel had been warped into her berth on 
the North River before relieving her of the 
burden. 

This great cargo of mail was packed 
away in 1,775 sacks, and coristituted the 
beginning of the foreign Christmas mail. 
The remainder will get in next Saturday 
on the Savoie, Philadelphia and Campania. 
The Bretagne, while she brought not 
nearly so much mail matter as the Etru- 
ria, had, nevertheless, a large consign- 
ment. Five hundred and fifty sacks were 
what she had on board. 

On both liners were a number of per- 
sons more or less prominent. La Bre- 
tagne’s most notable voyager was Arch- 
bishop Chapelle of New Orleans, late Papal 
Delegate to the Philippines. The Arch- 
bishop stopped in Rome on his way home, 


and reported to Pope Leo concerning con- ' 


ditions in the archipelago. He will go to 
Washington to-day, where he will tell 
President Roosevelt the result of his in- 
vestigations. 

He was asked for a statement about con- 
ditions in the Philippines when he landed 
yesterday, but he deciined to say anything 
until. he had seen the President. Bish6p 
Scabarretti, late of the Diocese of Havana, 
succeeds Archbishop Chapelle in the Phil- 
ippines. 

Among the persons on the Etruria was 
Fritz Kreisler, the violinist. At the con- 
cert Friday night on the Etruria, for_the 
benefit of the seamen’s charities in Eng- 
land and the United States, Kreisier played 
severa! pieces on a $10 violin that had been 
loaned him by one of the stewards. After 
Mr. Kreisler concluded the passengers 
gathered around to congratulate him on his 
playing and to admire the violin, several 
of them recognizing it as éne that at one 
time belonged to one of the famous vio- 
linists of long ago. 

Bolossy Kiraify also came over on the 
Etruria. He has been in Paris, staging a 
spectacle called ** Queen Balkis,’”’ for Bar- 
num and Bailey. The spectacie, Mr. Kir- 
alfy said, was a great success, the per- 
formance having been given in_the ma- 
chinery building on the Exposition 
grounds. Five hundred people, a dozen 
elephants, camels, zebras, sacred cows, in 
fact, the entire Barnum and Bailey men- 
ugerie being brought into the play at one 
time or another. 

Some of the passengers of the Etruria 
were at Liverpool at the time of the fire 

* that destroyed the Exchange Building and 

damaged the Town Hall. The fire occurred 
at midnight and was a grand spectacle, 
they said. The Exchange Building forms 
a quadrangie, one side of which faces the 
Town Hall, which in 1881 was blown up 
by dynamiters, and afterward rebuilt at 
a cost of over $1,000,000. Some of the 
passengers said that they had heard it 
said that Superintendent Thomas of the 
Liverpool Fire Department believed that 
the Exchange had been fired by an _in- 
fernal machine, which had been timed to 
go off at midnight. 

John Lee, the keeper of the Exchange, 
they added. was understood to have said 
that he believed the fire the work of a 
certain class of Irishmen. The explosion 
occurred on the third floor, about the 
centre of the Rumford Street side of the 
building. ‘The conflagration immediately 
followed. The loss was estimated at $500,- 
000. The flames lit up the city for a great 
distance on all sides, and lasted for many 
hours. 

The butcher of the Etruria informed the 
newspaper men before they left the pier 
that he also had some news to give out. 
Shown to his quarters, he exhibited to them 
a beautiful carrier pigeon. On the even- 
ing of Nov. 23, he said, on the Etruria’s 
Jast eastward passage, the bird had fallen 
exhausted on the deck. He rescued it and 
took it to his cabin, where it recovered. 
On the leg of the bird was an aluminium 
band, on which was engraved ‘ V-11,668.” 
The pigeon was cared for by the butcher 
while he was in Liverpool, and he brings 
it back to the owner whoever he may be. 

Two Pinkerton detectives met both La 
Bretagne and the Etruria. They were 
said to be on the lookout for persons sus- 
pected of having been concerned in the 
recent defalcations of the Bank of Liver- 
pool. i 

Other vessels that got in yesterday and 
reported rough voyages were the Trojan 
Prince from the Mediterranean, the Dag- 

from Mexico and the Ponce from 
orto Rico. The Ponce had among her 
passengers David Barrie, the American 
representative of Sir Thomas Lipton. Mr. 
Barrie had been on a pleasure trip to 
Porto Rico.

SET FIRE TO A TENEMENT. 


Large Number of Men, Women, and 
~ Children Routed Out of Bed in 
the Early Morning. 


An attempt was made early yesterday 
morning to burn the big five-story tene- 
ment, 423-East One Hundred and Four- 
teenth Street, which was filled with sleep- 
ing Italians, including forty children. 
About 2 o’clock John Boufa, who lives on 
the second floor of the house, returned 
home. While getting ready to retire, he 
said, he smelled smoke. Opening the door 
leading to the hallway he was almost over- 
come by the clouds of smoke ascending 
from the lower halls, 

He aroused the members of his own 
family, and then rushed up stairs and 
alarmed the other sleeping families. At 
the same time Annizato Bonfrisco, who 
lives on the ground floor with his family, 
was awakened by the crackling of the 
flames. He found the whole lower flight 
of stairs aflame, and the house filled with 
smoke. He yelled “* fuoro,’”’ the Italian cry 
of fire, and in a very few seconds the halls 
were filled with panic-st -icken tenants, 

The excitement became greater when the 
men and women, nearly all carrying chil- 
dren, found their way to the street blocked 
by the flames. They all turned about and 
made for the roof. Policeman Duffy of the 
East One Hundred end Fourth Street Sta- 
tion, whose attention was attracted by the 
first cries of fire, had by this time turned 
in an alarm, and returned to the scene of 
the fire. Entering the next house, he went 
to the roof and crossed over to assist the 
people in the burning house. 

They were all gotten out safely, and made 
their way through the other houses to the 
street. Vhen the firemen got there they 
ran out one line of hose and quickly extin- 
guished the flames. Then it was first 
learned that a willful attempt had been 
made to set fire to the building. 

Young Boufa informed the firemen that 
when he reached the house there was no 
sign of fire in the halls, and could not ag- 


count for the pile of burning rags found 
there. The damage was only $10. 


SHOT AND KILLED 
BY HIS FRIEND. 


Michael Flynn. Meets a Tragic, Death 
While Out Snipe Shooting on 
New York Bay Shore. 


Michael Flynn, forty years old, of 325 
Pine Street, Jersey City, was accidentally 
Shot and killed yesterday by his friend 
James Hayes, twenty-seven years old, of 
the same address. The two men left home 
about 2 o'clock P. M. to shoot snipe on 
the shore of New York Bay. Each carried 
a double-barreled shotgun. They proceeded 
along the shore from Communipaw Avenue 
to Cavan Point.

Mr. Townsend Speaks at a Ban- 
quet in Antwerp.

Foreign Correspondence NEw YORK TIMES. 

BRUSSELS, Dec. 6.—At the annual ban- 
quet of the Anglo-American Chamber of 
Commerce in Belgium, held at Antwerp 
last evening, the United States Minister, 
Lawrence Townsend, replied to a toast to 
the President of the United States. After 
a tribute to Mr. Roosevelt's ‘“‘ unflinching 
courage and unbending honesty,’’ Mr. 
Townsend said: 

“You are doubtless familiar with the 
last speech of our late lamented President, 
delivered at Buffalo the day before he 
was stricken down by the hand of a vile 
assassin. In it he outlined his policy, and 
referring to the all-important subject of 
reciprocity, he used these words: * The 
period of exclusiveness is passed. The ex- 
pansion of our trade and commerce is the 
pressing problem. Commercial wars are 
unprofitable. A policy of good will and 
friendly trade relations will prevent re- 
prisais. No nation can longer remain in- 
different to any other. And as we are 
brought more and more in touch with each 
other the less occasion is there for mis- 
understandings.’ 

“As a sequel to this broad, statesman- 
like declaration, President Roosevelt, on 
assuming office, assured us that he would 
continue the policy of his predecessor. In 
addition to which statement, he said in his 
Minneapolis speech, ‘We must also re- 
member, in our dealings with other na- 
tions, that benefits must be given where 
benefits are sought.’ 

“In view of these facts the commercial 
world may rest assured that*the present 
Chief Magistrate of our country is heartily 
in favor the principle of reciprocity. 
The detairs of the President’s message 
which are arriving by cable constitute an 
additional proof, if one were necessary, of 
the favorable attitude of the President to- 
ward reciprocity. Whether we as a na- 
tion adopt this principle through the medi- 
um of treaties with friendly nations, or by 
other practical methods, is for Congress 
to ultimately decide. 

““As reciprocity in its broadest sense im- 
plies the eventual expansion of interna- 
tional trade and commerce, this subject 
must be of paramount interest to an asso- 
ciation such as I have the pleasure of ad- 
dressing this eveping, an association which 
L feel sure will prove to be an important 
factor in the process of placing reciprocity 
upon a firm practical basis. 

“The object of my progressive country- 
men to-day is to labor to the end that our 
trade and commerce may be extended to 
every corner of the globe, but they desire 
above all things to work in peace and hnar- 
mony with al! other nations, stimulating 
the growth of a healthy competition, with- 
out creating jealousy or bitterness. As 
true sportsmen, we ask an opportunity to 
compete in a fair and square race which 
shall be open to all. 

_ ft am informed that to-day in the Far 
East Beigians and Americans are working 
side by side in perfect harmony and with 
the same object in view. As a result of 
this work we hope to see in the near future 
one continuous Ine of railroad from Peking 
to Canton, constructed and managed by 
Belgians and Americans. 

‘You doubtless often hear, as I do, the 
pessimists of the day sound a note of warn- 
ing to the effect that the extraordinary 
prosperity of the United States is of too 
recent, too rapid a growth, to be a healthy 
one; that the reaction will soon come; that 
the structure is not built upon a solid foun- 
dation, and that it will crumble, totter, and 
fall with a great crash. 

“To this cheerful, friendly, disinterested 
prophecy I reply that the remarkable 
growth in the industrial and commercia! 
prosperity of the United States is founded 
upon a firm rock; that it is due to most 
natural causes; to the development of our 
vast resources, to what we call Yankee in- 
genulty, and to more economical methods 
ef production whereby time, money, and 
material are saved to-day which a few 
years ago were wasted. 

“I do not anticipate any radical change, 
but if the United States, for any unfor- 
seen reason, were to experience a sharp 
reaction from its present healthy pros- 
perity, were to be subjected to a great in- 
dustrial and financial crisis, then our 
young, energetic country would rally from 
it, gaining increased strength after the 
ordeal, just as healthy, vigorous youth, 
after a fever that temporarily incapacitates 
it, recovers and acquires renewed physical 
force with which to continue the battle for 
existence. 

‘I make no retensions to being a 
prophet, but all signs seem to point to the 
fact that the world is entering upon a ncw 
commercial era, when we hope to see the 
great growing markets of those vast unde- 
veloped countries of the ene open to ali. 
The battle for commercia supremacy may 
be fierce and protracted. The ultimate vic- 
tory will not be won by those who are 
skilled in the use of arms or destructive 
instruments of war, but rather by those 


possessing brains, business ability, and in- 
dutrial activity.”’ 


CHILE’S NOTE TO ARGENTINA. 
One Paragraph of It Is Unsatisfactory, 
but It Is Hoped that War Will! 

Be Averted. 

BUENOS AYRES, Dec. 15.—Although the 
situation between the Argentine Republic 
and Chile has improved, it has not yet 
been clearly defined.

The second paragraph, referring to 
the alleged: occupation by Argentina of 
Chilean territory at Ultima Esperanza, is 
not acceptable to’ the Ministers, It is stated 
that the Argentine Government, in reply- 
ing to this paragraph, will answer that it 
is impossible for it to recognize an allega- 
tion which, after investigation, has been 
sproved. 

The hope prevails here that everything 
will be arranged on a friendly basis within 
a few days. It is believed that Chile will 
insist upon presenting an _ insignificant 
claim for the invasion of Chilean territorv 
by three Argentine policemen. 

Argentina still continues to take mili- 
tary measures. Men of wealth are offer- 
ing to the Government money with which 
to buy horses and otherwise equip, should 
occasion arise, a regiment of cavalry. 

Public opinion throughout the _ entire 
country is expressing its patriotic approval 
ot the Government's conduct. The people 
remain quiet. : 

The Government has decided to divide the 
republic into six military zones, with 20,000 
troops in each. The arms and equipment 
for these men are already on hand in the 
respective zones. Over and above the re- 
serves called out last week, 15,000 volun- 
teers have presented themselves for serv- 
ice. In case of nécessity the Government 
has resources which would enable it to 
mobilize an army of 200,000 men. 


FRENCH ATTACKS ON AMERICA. 


Paris Temps Says the Monroe Doctrine 
Complicates the Chilean-Argen- 
tine Question. 

PARIS, Dec. 16.—The Temps, reviewing 
the dispute between the Argentine Republic 
and Chile, says that what complicates the 
question is the vigilance, not ‘to say jeal- 
ousy, with which the United States remains 
faithful to the two-edged Monroe Dogetrine, 
which excludes all other intervention while 
justifying its own, and watches for the in- 
terference of Great Britain or other powers 

in the affairs of South America. 

The Liberté declares that an Argentine- 
Chilean war would just suit American im- 
perialism, and that it would entirely fit in 
with the designs of those working persever- 
ingly to pervert the Monroe Doctrine,

ITALY’S EYES ON TRIPOLI. 
No Immediate Action Likely, but the 

Italian Ministry Has Studied the 

Question of an Expedition. 
Foreign Correspondence THE NEW YORK TIMES. 

CAIRO, Noy. 29.—North Africa might be- 
come a source of trouble between France 
and Italy, but the departure of the French 
squadron from Mitylene came just in time 
to forestall Italian agitation for an ex- 
pedition to Tripoli. 

The Rome correspondent of the Stampa 
of Turin, one of the best informed of Ital- 
ian journalists, discusses the subject in a 
long article, saying that the idea of 
“going to Tripoli’’ was general among 
the Deputies. He declares that if France 
had remained at Mitylene Italy would have 
had to find some means to counter-balance 
such a disturbance of the status quo, He 
says that the question of an expedition to 
Tripoli has been thoroughly studied by the 
Ministers of War and of Marine, and as 
far as preparations on paper can go Italy 
is ready. But he thinks it needful to warn 
his countrymen that an expedition would 
require at least 30,000 men, with a power- 
ful naval division, and that the cost would 
be a lump sum of #£2,000,000, and an an- 
nual expenditure of about £500,000 for sev- 
eral years. 

The Patria, which is the mouthpiece of 
what remains of the old Crispi Party, takes 
the correspondent of the Stampa to task 
for throwing cold water on the idea, and 
argues that the time has come to get ready 
to dare and do. 

It is not probable that any immediate 
action will be taken, though the fact of 
having been brought face to face with a 
situation which might have forced Italy to 
act, will certainly make Italian politicians 
regard the occupation of Tripoli as a 
question which may become practical at 
any moment. 


COLOMBIAN LIBERAL 
VICTORY REPORTED. 


Venezuela Turbulent—Officials Are Ac- 
cused of Frauds, and a Popular Up- 
rising Is Feared in Maracaibo. 
WILLEMSTAD, Island-of Curacao, Dec. 
15.—Vicente Sanchez, the Venezuelan Gen- 
eral, who is now here on his way from 
Maracaibo to Caracas, reports that 1,000 
Colombian Liberals, distantly supported by 
4,000 Venezuelan troops, captured the Co- 
lombian seaport town of Rio Hacha, on the 
northwest coast of the Guajira Peninsula, 
on Dec, 10 after Gens. Clodomiro Castillo 
and Cirlo Pupo, both Venezuelans, had de- 
feated 2,000 Colombian Conservative troops 
near Treinta, about thirty miles southwest 

of Rio Hacha, in Colombian territory. 

Gen. Rafael Uribe Uribe is directing this 
campaign from Maracaibo, where he has 
obtained lukewarm Venezuelan support. 
Upon learning of the Liberal victory at 
Rio Hacha Gen. Uribe Uribe immediately 
wwoceeded south to the Province of Tach- 
ra. The Colombian Conservatives made 
an attempt to intercept him, but were 
foiled by means of a decoy armored train. 

Uribe Uribe’s forces are now moving 
along the Venezuelan-Colombian frontier. 
Their objective is said to be Bucaramanga, 
in Colombia, which is reported to have 
been lost to the Colombian Government. 
The Liberals are also said to have taken 
possession of the capital of the Colombian 
district of Tolima. 

Venezuela has renewed her war meas- 
ures since the rejection of Chile's offer 
of mediation. Her present position is weak- 
ened by grave army frauds, implicatin 
the eldest brother of President Castro, an 
the followers of this brother are dwindling 
away. 

The Venezuelan General, Davila, has 
also been charged with wholesale thefts 
of cattle in the Guijira Peninsula. He im- 
prisoned the Mayor of Sinamaica in Guijira, 
and caused the arrest’of the chief of staff 
of Gen. Vicente Sanchez. He has been 
replaced in Guijira by Gen. Olivares. The 
charges against him are brought by Pres- 
ident Ferrer of the State of Zulia, who has 
resigned his position in disgust. Davila 
has been formally accused of murder. It 
is said that he is to be made Military Com- 
mandant at Caracas. 

Maracaibo is restless, and a popular up- 
rising is apprehended. 


CZAR’S BROTHER IN GERMANY. 


Kaiser Bestowing Special Honors on 
Heir to Russian Throne. 
BERLIN, Dec. 15.—Emperor Wiliam is 
bestowing special honors upon the heir 
to the Russian throne, the Grand Duke 
Michael, who accepted his Majesty’s in- 

vitation to hunt in Germany. 
A court train met the Grand Duke at 
the Russian frontier, and a military escort 


met him at Strasburg. Emperor William, 
in company with ali the Royal Princes 
here, welcomed the royal visitor at the 
railroad station at Berlin this evening. 
The Emperor, attired in the uniform of a 
Russian Dragoon, kissed the Grand Duke 
and shook his hand. The Grand Duke was 
loudly cheered by the crowd, 

A regiment of Guards was drawn up at 
the station. Another regiment received the 
Grand Duke at Wild Park and escorted 
him to the new palace. 

Such honors have up to the present time 
been paid to crowned heads only. 


Kaiser Decorates Marquis Ito. 


BERLIN, Dec. 15.—Emperor William has 


decorated Marquis Ito, the Japanese states- 
man, with the Order of the Red Eagle. 


SMALLPOX IN THE BRONX. 


Three Little Boys in an Apartment 
House Recover Without Med- 
ical Attendance. 


In an apartment house in the Bronx 
three cases of small pox were discovered 
yesterday and all in the convalescent stage, 
so that the officers of the Health Depart- 
ment did not think it necessary to remove 
them from the house, which they quaran- 
tined. The discovery led to a great deal of 
excitement in the neighborhood, which was 
somewhat qguicted by the assurances that 
the danger of contagion was over. Then 
the doctors proceeded to vaccinate every 


one in the house and to thoroughly fumi- 
gate and quarantine it.

On last Friday, unlucky day, Col. Dan 
Henderson received telegraphic advices 
from friends at Cleveland, Texas, to join 
them ina deer hunt. If there is anything 
the Colonel enjoys more than a County 
Commissioners’ meeting, it is a deer hunt, 
so he accepted the invitation and caught 
the first train for Cleveland.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


NEWARK, N. J., Dee. 15.—The barn of 
William HE. Dobbins on State Street was 
destroyed by fire this evening.

The loss will be $60,000, partially” 
covered by insurance, 
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OUR STATE CANALS. 

Col. PARTRIDGE, the Superintendent of 
Public Works, indulges in a little mild 
Satisfaction at the showing of the State 
canals for the year just closed. Owing to 
a freak of Jack Frost, the season was 
shorter than last year by about three 
weeks, the time for an average trip. De- 
spite this curtailment of time, the ton- 
nage carried on the canals exceeded that 
of last year by 77,000 tons, and reached 
the total of 3,420,613 tons. Had the sea- 
son been as long as the average, it seems 
to be the opinion of the Superintendent 
that the traffic would have been very 
greatly larger than that of any season 
for many years. Doubtless that is true 
enough, but it is sadly suggestive of the 
proud rank held by the lad who was 
“next to head” in a class of only two. 
Relatively to what the canals have done, 
the increase is fairly pleasing. Relative- 
ly to what an adequate canal system, 
traversing the only available route 
through the Appalachian Range between 
Georgia and Maine should do, it is not 
calculated to raise greatly the spirits of 
the people of the great State that owed 
its headship in the Republic originally to 
the possession of this route. It is worth 
noting also that the greater part of the 
increase that actually took place was in 
way freight eastward. In other words, 
the canals are showing such efficiency as 
they still possess in the direction of com- 
petition with the railroads in what may 
be called retail transportation. 

It is a generally recognized fact that 
the canals, even in their present relative- 
ly feeble condition, still exercise a whole- 
some regulating and moderating influ- 
ence on the charges for railway freight. 
While the influence cannot accurately 
be calculated on the basis of the differ- 
ence between the railroad charges when 
the canals are open and those exacted 
when they are closed, it is plain that if 
the canals were not in operation the cost 
of transportation would be far greater. 
But it is a mistake to assume that the 
prosperity of one system is injurious to 
the other, if both were rightly managed. 
In a large sense the railroads in this 
State are the creation of the canals. It 
has been from the long chain of thriving 
cities and fertile fields along the canals 
that the original business of the roads 
came, and it is from these that a very 
profitable part of their present business 
is derived. The prosperity and progress 
that would follow the devélopment of a 
sufficient canal system would be shared 
by the roads, and the advantages would 
extend to every class of our population 
and to all kinds of business. The in- 
creased traffic which such a system 
would bring about would be worth far 
more to the roads than the reduction of 
freight rates due to canal competition 
would amount to. It is safe to say that 
for every ton of freight carried along the 
straight and limited routes of the canals 
three tons would have to be carried on 
the elastic network of railways in the 
wide area influenced by the canals. It 
is not an unusual thing for the railways 
of this State to act the part of the dog in 
the manger, but that part is neither prof- 
itable nor popular. 


DR. ADLER’S ANNOUNCEMENT. 

In announcing yesterday that he had 
changed the opinion formerly held by 
him, that saloons should be entirely 
closed on Sunday, Dr. ADLER made the 
following extremely interesting state- 
ment: 


I have arrived at the conclusion that the 
saloons should be open on Sunday, that is, 
gers of the day. The hours of 1 P. M. to 
0 or 11 P. M. have been suggested. This 
seems to me to be a reasonabie proposition. 
And I have the strongest, yes, the strong- 
est reasons, to believe that if this be done 
the proprietors of saloons would see to it 
that the law was not violated during the 
hours when, under the law, saloons were to 
be closed. We would have this element 
with us instead of against us, as under a 
system of compulsion. 


Dr. ADLER is a gentleman more than 
usually endowed with a sense of respon- 
sibility for his public utterances. The 
statement he makes indicates something 
very like a pledge on the part of the or- 
ganization of liquor dealers. It is highly 


important. 


THE WEST AND BANKING. 

The study of the science of banking, 
with a view to adapting present methods 
to the extensive changes now going on 
rapidly in the business of the country, 
is, we think, more steadily and vigor- 
ously pursued in the West than it is in 
what we are fond of regarding as the 
financial centre of the country. The 
contributions resulting from this study 
at the meeting of the bankers in Milwau- 
kee this yéar were chiefly from Western 
bankers, and they were well worth the 
consideration of our own representatives. 
It is true that two of the financiers most 
influential in the discussion on that oc- 
easion were natives of New York and 
graduates of our system, Secretary GacE 
and ex-Controlier Ecxets. But it is 


equally true that the discussion appears 
to arouse more interest and to be fol- 
lowed more intelligently and eagerly in 
the West than here. 

On that occasion Mr. A. B, STICKNEY, 
President of the Chicago and Great 
Western Railroad Company, took an ad- 
vanced position in favor of a system of 
freer banking. At a banquet given by 
the Marquette Clib of Chicago to the 
bankers of that city on Saturday he ad- 
vocated the same ideas, applying them 
especially to the feature of a central re- 
serve bank, which should perform for 
the financial interests of this country 
something the same service as that ren- 
dered in Great Britain by the Bank of 
England. Mr. STicKNEY, however, does 
not contemplate the creation of such a 
bank through the direct attion of the 
Government, nor would he have it main- 
tain any direct connection with the Gov- 
ernment except so far as it might safely 
take the Government as a customer, and 
do its business, which now is done at 
such great expense and inconvenience to 
the whole community under the present 
plan of Sub-Treasuries, He is persuaded 
that a reasonably free system of banking 
in the United States, with entirely ade- 
quate safeguards for the public, could be 
provided, from which the central reserve 
bank would logically and naturally 
evolve. This, it will be remembered, was 
the idea suggested broadly by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury in his last annual 
report, and it has much in common with 
the plan advocated by Mr. EckrLs. Mr. 
STICKNEY said: 


It is my conviction that if the restric- 
tions of the American banking laws were 
repealed and banking made free, there 
would be developed in the United States a 
banking system substantially on the lines 
of the Scotch-English system. In process 
of time one of the systems of branch banks 
would demonstrate its fitness, and solely 
by reason of its superior fitness—not by 
torce of legislation—it would be selected by 
the other banks as the central reserve 
bank. A bank thus evolved, it may be as- 
sumed, would be fit, both in respect to 
financial responsibility and in respect to the 
character and capacity of its Directors and 
managers, for the Govefnment to enter into 
the ordinary relationship of customer and 
bank. Such is the central bank which I 
advocated, a bank produced by evolution 
and controlled by the natural laws of 
trade, instead of a bank controlled by par- 
tisan, ill-considered, and compromise legis- 
lation. Under free banking laws many, and 
perhaps a majority, of the present banks 
would continue to conduct local, indepen- 
dent banks for an indefinite period. Being 
free, they could continue their independent 
banks as long as they saw fit. 


This is, of course, but the merest out- 
line of Mr. STICKNEY’s conception, but it 
is significant of the temper of the West, 
as above referred to. In some ways the 
mind of the West is turned more and 
more intelligently toward the future than 
is the mind of the East. It is well for us 
of the East to remember that the West 
may have more than we to do with the 
shaping of the future, and that it would 
be wise to work together. 


IRON AND STEEL. 

The situation of the iron and steel 
markets continues to be of absorbing in- 
terest to the student of commercial sta- 
tistics. Owing to the scarcity of cars for 
the coke and ore movement, the blast 
furnaces of several districts have been 
placed at a great disadvantage, hence 
the gain in production was only about 
4,000 tons per week in November over 
October, at a time when the demands of 
consumption necessitated a reduction in 
pig iron stocks from 273,251 gross tons 
on Nov. 1 to 223,462 gross tons on Dec. 
1. If the railroads had been able to 
handle all the material offered them it 
cannot be doubted that the pig iron pro- 
duction in November would have been 
materially greater than it was. Pig iron 
stocks are growing dangerously small. 

There seems to be no indication of a 
falling off in consumption in any im- 
portant department of industry or of a 
weakening of confidence’ among those 
for whom pig iron is the raw material 
of their industries. Makers are mani- 
festing no alacrity to enter into large 
engagements until better assured than 
now that they can get the supplies need- 
ed to keep their. furnaces running. Cer- 
tainly consumers are not overlooked, and 
are not encouraged to purchase specula- 
tively. 

The most interesting feature of the 
steel situation is that considerable quan- 
tities of soft steel billets are being im- 
ported. The sum of these importations 
is not great enough to occasion any ap- 
prehension among producers, nor, for 
that matter, to entirely relieve the ur- 
gent requirements of consumers. How- 
ever, it is significant that whereas last 
year crude steel was shipped from this 
country to Europe in large quantities, 
this year the movement is the other way. 
This material is not for manufacture into 
forms for export which will enable the 
importers to recover the duties in draw- 
backs at the Custom House. So far as 
can be learned it is all going into do- 
mestic consumption, and the fact that 
such importations are necessary shows 
more clearly than anything else could 
the profitable activity of domestic in- 
dustry. 

A recent incident confirms the be- 
lief that the influences which domi- 
nate the trade are fully committed to a 
conservative policy, and are not to be 
swerved therefrom by the temptation of 
a profit to result from taking advantage 
of the momentary situation. The mana- 
gers of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion have decided not to advance the 
price of Lake ore, but to continue it for 
another season on the basis of $4.25 at 
the lower lake ports. The influences ex- 
erted in favor of an advance were under- 
stood to have been very strong, but the 
advantages to result from stability in 
ore were deemed of more consequence, 
and better calculated to insure a continu- 
ance of confidenee, than the stimulus of 
higher prices for a fundamental raw ma- 
terial which would be at once reflected 
in such an advance in pig iron as might 
tend to check consumption. For the first 
time in its history the iron trade is enjoy- 
ing exceptional and long-continued pros- 
perity without developing a tendency to- 
ward an advance of prices to figures

which could not be sustained and from 
which the descent must of necessity be 
rapid and calamitous to all in interest. 


PHYSICIANS AND ORGANIC PREPA- 
RATIONS. 

Commenting on the editorial article in 
the columns of this journal on Dec. 8 en- 
titled “Vaccine and Antitoxin,’” The 
Philadelphia Medical Journal says: 


THe New York Times is a thoroughly 
sane and responsible journal, and its com- 
ments are worthy of note. It is rather dif- 
ficult, however, to understand what THE 
TimMEes would have the medical profession 
do in reference to the prevalence of tetanus 
after vaccination and after the use of anti- 
toxin for diphtheria. Apparently it thinks 
that there should be a great medical con- 
vention called at once to deliberate on the 
subject. This is not our idea, nor the idea 
ot those best qualified to judge of this 
grave matter. The medical profession is 
thoroughly alive to the gravity of the situa- 
tion, but it also recognizes thoroughly that 
investigation can be conducted only by ex- 
perts, and that the process must be slow 
and careful in order to be complete and 
convincing. This is a matter for laboratory 
work, not for medical conventions. 


THE NEW YoRK TIMEs does not favor 
a great medical convention to deliberate 
on the subject of safeguarding the pub- 
lic interest against the dangers to be ap- 
prehended from the use of improperly 
prepared virus and antitoxins. Such a 
convention would accomplish very little 
of benefit, and would probably be dom- 
inated by influences emanating from 
those having a commercial interest in ad- 
vertising organic preparations of this 
character. In this matter the conscien- 
tious physician has a duty which he 
cannot delegate to any society or conven- 
tion. His relation to his patients is one 
imposing sacred obligations which he 
should consider paramount to any other 
consideration. But inasmuch as the in- 
formation he needs can only be had from 
experts, the medical societies are in a 
better position to get it than is the indi- 
vidual physician, and in our judgment 
the membership of such societies should 
see to it that the machinery of organiza- 
tion is at once utilized for this purpose. 

From what is already knownof the dan- 
gers to be apprehended from the employ- 
ment of impure and improperly prepared 
virus and serums, the physician who is 
content to supply himself for use in his 
practice at the nearest drug store, with- 
out assurance which he can accept with 
confidence that what he buys is responsi- 
bly guaranteed by disinterested experts, 
does, not seem to us to display a realiz- 
ing sense of his professional responsi- 
bilities. If the Board of Health of his 
city has gone into the business and sells 
such organic preparations, the local rep- 
resentatives of the medical profession 
should see to it that there is no room 
for such a discussion as has arisen in 
this city as to the sufficiency of the pre- 
cautions taken to maintain the quality 
of the preparations sold. There are 
grave doubts whether the cellar in which 
are kept the horses and calves employed 
for the purpose of furnishing vaccine 
and serum under the supervision of the 
bacteriological department of the New 
York Board of Health is a safe and prop- 
er place in which to keep them. With- 
out venturing any opinion of our own on 
this subject, we have no hesitation in 
gaying that the physician buying this 
material without knowing enough about 
it to have a very decided and absolutely 
defensible opinion thereon is less careful 
of the interests of his patients than we 
should expect a conscientious physician 
to be. It has also been reported on what 
purports to be the authority of the 
director of the city’s bacteriological lab- 
oratory that most of the antitoxin sold 
from that laboratory is too weak to be 
used in the work of the Health Depart- 
ment. Is this true? Of the commercial 
preparations which are sold on this mar- 
ket, how many are from sources which 
disinterested experts would be willing to 
pronounce beyond suspicion and safely 
usable under all conditions? Should not 
the local medical societies of New York 
undertake an immediate and critical in- 
vestigation of these questions for the 
information of their members and the 
protection of the public? For each physi- 
cian to do this for himself, assuming 
every physician to be an expert in bac- 
teriology, would represent an impossible 
waste of time and effort, with results 
less satisfactory than the work of one 
thoroughly competent man in each local- 
ity would be. 

It is the apparent apathy of the med- 
ical profession, as represented by its 
recognized societies, and the lack of any 
evidence that the profession “is thor- 
oughly alive to the gravity of the situa- 
tion,” which excites our surprise, not the 
indisposition to organize conventions for 
profitless discussion. 


ENGLAND AND RUSSIA. 


in The Westminster Re- 
view remarks that the attitude of 
England toward Russia has been “ vac- 
illating, absurd, and without result,’ 
and that the object of British diplo- 
macy has apparently been to thwart 
important Russian schemes, in order to 
obtain unimportant advantages for Great 
Britain. There is much truth in this view. 
Russia has been for many years, to the 
British “‘ man in the street,’’ whose views 
must ultimately come to be those of the 
British Government, a kind of bogy, al- 
ways plotting something to the detriment 
of England. For example, the aim of 
British diplomacy was for a long time to 
cut Russia off from the ice-free port on 
the Pacific which was a most legitimate 
requirement of Russian expansion, and 
the natural terminus of the trans-Sibe- 
rian road, which, without such a port, 
would lose much of its usefulness. Now, 
in spite of Great Britain, though more at 
the expense of American than of British 
trade, Russia has acquired such a port in 
the Gulf of Pe-chi-Li, and the British op- 
position has been not only unavailing, 
but irritating. It is certainly not good di- 
plomacy to incur at the same time enmity 
and defeat. a 

In China, indeed, England has been so 
persistently beaten by Russia that Brit- 
ish prestige there is reduced to a very

forlorn condition. The Westminster re- 
viewer deprecates the renewal of an 
opposition likely to be equally futile to 
the Russian project of opening a road.to 
the Persian Gulf. Not only would Eng- 
lish relations with Russia be improved 
by the frank withdrawal of British proj- 
ects for embarrassing legitimate Russian 
enterprises, but English relations with 
France would be improved by the loos- 
ening of the tension between England 
and France’s ally. 

Doubtless in all these suggestions, Min- 
isterial or Opposition, the attitude of 
Germany makes more of a figure in the 
mind of the commentator than it does in 
the actual comments. The outbreak in 
Germany over Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S speech 
at Edinburgh is but the manifestation of 
a deep-rooted hostility to England. Eng- 
lishmen cannot help seeing that the Ger- 
man Government is far more friendly to 
England than the German people, and 
that no help can be expected from Ger- 
many in any difficulty into which Eng- 
land may be drawn. However, England 
has nothing td fear from Germany alone, 
with which she cannot anywhere come 
into-collision by land. The British Navy 
is immensely superior to that of Ger- 
many on paper, and its prestige is still 
unimpaired. It is the British Army that 
has lost prestige, and it is Russia alone 
to a conflict with which on land England 
is liable. That is a conflict which a pa- 
triotic Englishman must contemplate 
with dread, in view of the present pre- 
dicament of the British Army, of which 
the whole available force is at work in 
South Africa, A good understanding with 
Russia would enable England to view 


with entire equanimity any display of 
Anglophobia in Germany.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Those who have brought up, at this 
particular time, the case of the Hon. JoHN 
Byrna, Rear Admiral of the Red, may find 
that the decision rendered and the action 
taken in that case enforce more lessons 
than one and are calculated to recall, not 
so much the fact that Admirals have been 
shot before now for not doing so much as 
some people thought they should have 
done in the éxact way the other people con- 
sidered best, as the fact that at least one 
Adniiral has perished in order that atten- 
tion might be diverted from matters more 
or less remote from the scene of naval oper- 
ations. A cynical Frenchman did, indeed, 
hold that Byno was executed “ to encour- 
age the others,’ but in that as in several 
other instances, the cynical Frenchman 
was wittier than well informed, and later 
students of the ignominious episode are 
agreed in the opinion that the ignominy 
falls, not on the man who was executed, 
but on Ministerial and departmental offi- 
cials who had failed adequately to equip 
him for the task they imposed upon him, 
and who wanted to conceal their own 
shortcomings. ByNn@ failed to communicate 
with the English garrison at St. Philip’s; 
he attacked and did not destroy the French 
fleet from Toulon; he went back to Gibral- 
tar, leaving Minorca to its fate, and he was 
shot on the ground that he had not “ fone 
his utmost” against the enemy. But his 
place in history is not that of a traitor or 
a coward, but that of a scapegoat for the 
negligence of others. That he could have 
accomplished much, or even anything, more 
than he did is not seriously contended 
nowadays by anybody. The recommenda- 
tions to mercy made in his behalf were ig- 
nored by those who controlled his fate; but 
their severity is counted to them as cruel 
injustice, not as yirtuous sternness. All 
tHings considered, the case of the Hon. 
JOHN Byno, Rear Admiral of the Red, 
might well have been left uncited, unless 
the object was to recall the fallibility of 
naval courts. 


——Among the maladies peculiar to Ha- 
waii is one called ‘* boo-hoo fever,’ a name 
derived from the fact that though it is not 
particularly dangerous or painful, its vic- 
tims lose control of their emotions for the 
time being and ‘ boo-hoo” like children 
at every opportunity to tell their woes. 
Of all people in the world American sailors 
on active service’ might be considered least 
likely to suffer from a disease of this sort, 
and yet Dr. G. A. Lune, who accompanied 
our marines on the Peking relief expedi- 
tion, reports to the Surgeon General of the 
Navy that a little epidemic of something 
very much like “ boo-hoo fever” attacked 
his charges while making the terrible 
march to the Chinese capital. The heat 
was extreme, often 104 degrees; there was 
neither shade nor pure water to be found, 
and the consciousness that close at hand 
were innumerable enemies, formidable for 
craft and cruelty if not for courage, wore 
constantly upon the nerves of the marines. 
The result was that many of them suc- 
cumbed to a curious form of heat exhaus- 
tion. It was not sunstroke, for in most 
cases the victims recovered entirely after 
a little rest and attention. The symptoms 
were extreme fatigue, mental depression 
and then partial or complete unconscious- 
ness. The attack was sudden, the man 
often falling in his tracks. Dr. Luna was 
most struck by the “ emotional instability ” 
of these patients. According to his report, 
as summarized by The Philadelphia Med- 
ical Journal, the men showed a marked 
tendency to weep. When the patient ap- 
plied for treatment and began to discuss 
his symptoms, his lip would tremble, and 
tears would run down his cheeks, though 
all the while he was conscious that he was 
acting rather ridiculously. The paroxysm, 
however, was uncontrollable. The specta- 
cle must have been amusing, in a way, 
but it was also pathetic. Fortunately it 
was not misunderstood, and the tears were 
not derided as evidences of fear or moral 
weakness, as they might have been in days 
when doctors knew less about the myriad 
forms of hysteria than they do now. None 
of the marines had the “ boo-hoo fever” 
when there was any fighting to do, no 
matter what the odds. 


— That the Hamburg-American line 
should object to JOHANN BEcK’s method of 
utilizing its transportation facilities is com- 
prehensible enough, and there was no harm 
in discouraging imitators by charging him 
—or his new-found friends—a good round 
sum for bringing his box and himself across 
the ccean. That admitted, however, one 
is at full lberty to sympathize with 
JOHANN's declaration that the $50 which 
the company has already secured is all it 
will get, and that it may whistle for the 
other $20 claimed. The Hamburg-American 
people made the mistake of being too ex- 
plicit. A bold, unexplained demand for $70 
might have been regarded as somewhat 
steep, but those who fail to make bargains 
before services are rendered cannot rea- 
wonably complain if the value placed on 
those services is high. But when the com- 
pany entefed into details, when it charged 
JOHANN $29.50 as a second-cabin passenger, 
which he was not, with no reduction for 
meals which he did not eat, and also 
charged him $15 as an express package, 
when, after all, he was only freight, then

SUNDAY, THE DAY OF REST. 


To the Editor of The’New York Times: 

It is not my purpose to discuss the ques- 
tion of the open or closed Sunday from its 
religious standpoint or aspect. What I 
have to say on this subject will relate ex- 
clusively to Sunday as a rest day. I think 
it will be agreed that this day of rest is ab- 
solutely needed for the physical well-being. 
The human body needs toning up. It re- 
quires this day of rest to replacé lost tissue 
to make good the wear and tear of the 
week's labor. Surely one day in seven is 
none too much for such a purpose. 

We will lose sight of the human body 
and consider for the time being, if you will, 
machinery. The one day in the week that 
the machine is not in operation is of vast 
benefit. The absence of friction is so bene- 
ficial that it prevents the breaking down 
of the machine during the working hours 


of the week. We will consider the loco- 
motive. It is the custom after a long run 
to place the locomotive in the round-house 
simply for rest. Why, even the mere hang- 
ing up of a suit of clothes in a closet 
freshens it so much that one would hardly 
know it when taken down to wear again. 
This rest day is part and parcel of our 
American civilization. It is the day con- 
secrated to the building up of the social 
structure. On this day the family reunion 
is truly in existence. It is the one day 
of the week on which the fathg¢r is not too 
busy to fondle his little ones and to be 
kissed and loved in return. It is the day 
on which all sit down to the family_table 
and partake in common of the family re- 
past. Or, if it is Summer time, the desire 
and inclination requiring it, an outing can 
be had at the seaside or in the country. 
But the rest day means more than this. 
It means that the one day in seven for rest 
limits the supply of labor on the market 
one-seventh, consequently increasing the 
demand in proportion, and increasing the 
compensation for labor in like ratio. It is 
a well-known fact that in the trade where 
the longest hours of labor prevail the 
wages per diem are lowest. What, then, will 
be the logical outcome of doing away with 
the rest day in any trade? it will force 
toilers to work seven long days for six 
days’ pay. Let the men who talk about the 
poor man having hig glass of beer on Sun- 
day see if after all the poor man is not 
selling his birthright for a mess of pottage.

PLEA FOR PARK AND TREE. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I most heartily agree with your editorial 
of Friday on the subject of Park Commis- 
sioner. I cannot understand how New 
Yorkers can be so indifferent to the ap- 
pearance of their city as to give any one 
man the right to destroy as he pleases 
whatever we may have of the beautiful. 
Certainly a board is safer than a single 
Commissioner, and even a board is hardly 
wide enough to decide on the destruction of 
a single tree or shrub as they grow each 
day rarer. 

I echoed the sigh that went up from your 
columns a few days ago on the death of 
the trees; but my sigh was not so much for 
those to which we have already said fare- 
well, as for the wretches still alive and 
dying by inches, All along the sides of the 


Boulevard the roots.of the trees on the 
pavements are being disturbed, and when- 
ever there or elsewhere in the city there is 
building going on, if there is a tree handy, 
heavy pulleys are attached to it and, strug- 
gling for existence as it is, it is obliged to 
aid in the building work. Horses are al- 
lowed to lunch off the bark of any tree that 
can be reached, and I know not how much 
has befallen the little trees that are pushed 
all to one side or broken off, or to the van- 
ished trees whose empty iron protectors are 
twisted entirely out of shape. 

West. End Avenue was laid out very at- 
tractively some years ago with broad side- 
walks planted with trees set in grass plots. 
From BEighty-seventh Street down all is 
now a scene of ruin, of maimed and broken 
trees, with trampled grass plots and dirty 
sidewalks from the rubbish that accumu- 
lates and blows about on what should be 
one of our handsomest avenues. On West 
End Avenue I have indeed often noticed 
how boys climbed and broke the trees while 
quite small, as they are of a variety that 
has low spreading branches and a very 
pretty shape if let alone. I have myself re- 
monstrated with these boys and heard oth- 
ers do the same. Should there not be a so- 
ciety for the prevention of cruelty to 
trees? Its duties should be to prevent the 
unnecessary felling or mutilation of all we 
have left and to see that they are properly 
watered and cared for and are not used as 
props in bullding. Members of the society 
should wear a badge and should have the 
same powers of prevention or imposing 
fines as the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, 

I think in New York there is lacking a 
general feeling of love and admiration for 
our own city. and a wish that it should be 
attractive in itself in every part. But if 
there are any who feel an interest in its 
appearance to ourselves, or strangers, or 
future inhabitants, they ought to bestir 
themselves now to get a Park Commis- 
sioner who is not a Goth or Vandal; and I 
think more especially to see to it that no 
one. man, even with the best intentions, 
can change or destroy according to his in- 
dividual taste, without consultation with 
any other persons. L. P

THE CHALDEAN PATRIARCH.—There is one 
clause in the recently negotiated Franco- 
Turkish convention which has been erro- 
neously interpreted by certain amateur 
diplomatists abroad. The fact that Turkey 
agrees to the recognition of the Chaldean 
Patriarch has been assumed to mean that 
this concession was made at the instance 
of Russia, and forced through by France 
for the benefit of her Sartner in the Dual 
Alliance. Such is far from being the case, 
for the recognition of the Chaldean Pa- 
triarch by Turkey places the Holy Synod 
of Russia at a distinct disadvantage in 
Asia Minor.

“The workingman goes to the saloon to 
be at ease, There he is a patron. He pur- 
chases the freedom of the place for 5 cents. 
Even the temperance coffee house can nev- 
er be a substitute for the saloon in this 
fespect. There he is patronized, and not 
only is he restrained as to what drink he 
shall purchase, but.the very atmosphere 
is loaded with rules. 

“The saloon is indeed the workingmin's 
club. It is bright, it is warm, it is brilliant 
with mirrors and colors.

PROGRESS OF ZIONISM. 


The Rev. Mr. Haldeman Thinks that 
Jews May Regain Palestine Un- 
der Military Leadership. 

That the restoration of government by 
Hebrews as a people in Palestine is far 
from remote is the opinion of the Rev. 
I M. Haldeman, pastor of the First 
Baptist Church, Seventy-ninth Street and 
Broadway. In a sermon delivered in that 
edifice last evening he not only expressed 
that view but construed passages from the 
scriptures in support of the belief that the 
success of the Zionist movement would 
soon be followed by the second coming of 
Christ. His text was the third verse of the 
thirteenth chapter of Jeremiah and the 
title of his sermon was the interrogation, 
“Will God Restore the Hebrews to Pal- 
estine; Will the Hebrews Become the Head 

Over all Other Nations?’ 

He cited the present prominence of He- 
brews in finance, trade, art, science, Iit- 
erature and education in all Civilized coun- 
tries to-da@y as evidence that this question 
might soon be answered in the affirma- 
tive. After brefly reviewing the history 
of the Hebrew people from the day of 
Abraham to their final dispersion, he said 
that God had covenanted with the first 
patriarch and Isaac and Jacob, that their 
descendants not only should have dominidn 
over Palestine for all time, but temporal 
sovereignty over the rest of the earth as 
well. As the promise ‘of God is inviolate, 
and as he exacted the penalty of judg- 
ment upon the transgressions of His chosen 
eople, it was certain that in the end the 
fategrity of the covenant would be main- 
tained, although it should not be looked 
for until: the prophesy had been verified 
by the event and the Hebrew people had 
accepted through sublime awakening Jesus 
oe. azarene as the long looked-for Mes-

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PROF. PUPIN PRAISES 
MARCONT'S GREAT FEAT 


He Says that Still Greater Devel- 
‘opments Are to Follow. 


Wireless Telegraphy Will Not Supplant 
Ocean Cables as Yet, However, 
in His Opinion. . 


‘“T fully believe. that Marconi succeeded 
in signaling between the coasts of New- 
foundland and Cornwall, England, by his 
system of wireless telegraphy,” said M. I. 
Pupin, Professor of Electrical Mechanics 
at Columbia University to a representative 
of THE New YorK Times last evening. 

‘According to the newspaper reports I 
have read, the signals were very faint, but 
that has little to do with it. The distance, 
which is about 1,800 miles between these 
two points, was overcome, and further de- 
velopment of the sending instruments is a 
that is required. 

“Two years ago in a discussion before 
the Institute of Electrical Engineers I ex- 
pressed an opinion that improvements to 
the system would overcome the distance. 
The discussion was upon the new Pacific 
cable, and it was proposed, according to 
the cable company's plans, to have three 
relay stations, one at Hawaii, one on the 
Island of Guam, and the third on one of 
the Philippines. It was also stated that 
the company proposed to have a cable ship 
going back and forth constantly between 
these stations, 

“I suggested that these stations, as well 
as the ship, be used as wireless telegraphy 
stations, and thus save the laying of a ca- 
ble, and if the system was not in a state of 
perfection it was only a matter of time 
when it would be. My thorough belief in 
the system was also shown at a previous 


discussion, when I expressed the idea that 
it the sending apparatus was made much 
more powertul than it was at that time 
would be no difficujty in sending 
wireless messages over a distance of a 
thousand mii:.~ or more, and also indicated 
how the ajp,...tus mignt be made more 
powerful,

“This new system, if it is adopted, will 
not affect the cables so far as I can see at 
the present time, for it must be under- 
stood that the cables are being perfected 
constantly. At the present time there are 
fourteen cables between Europe and Amer- 
ica, and each one of these cables works 
much faster than the Marconi system can 
work oyer short distances, and, besides, no- 
body doubts at the present time that the 
cable will soon be made from forty to fifty 
times as fast as it is at the present day. 

**One point which is of great value and 
interest to the scientific world is that Mar- 
coni has proved conclusively that the curv- 
ature of the earth is no obstacle to the sys- 
tem of wireless telegraphy. Some were in- 
clined to think, and there were many heat- 
ed discussions upon it, that the curvature 
limited the system. 

** All Marconi’s efforts of late have been 
directed toward perfecting and making his 
sending apparatss more powerful and at 
ing a@ greater height to the sending end. 

l- remains to be proved, however, that 
heavy banks of fog, low hanging clouds, 
and heavy showers along and in the path of 
the transmitted electric wave, will not en- 
tirely obstruct its progress, The presump- 
tion generally is that they will, as experi- 
ments thus far have proved them so. At- 
mospheric conditions have also much to do 
with and mot ge A affect the electric wave. 

“One great drawback of the system is 
that you cannot work more than one set of 
instruments at any one time between two 
continents on account of mutual interfer- 
ence. Marconi deserves great credit for 
pushing this great work so persistently and 
intelligently, and it is only to be regretted 
that there are so many so-called scientists 
and electricians who are trying to get 
around Marconi’s patent and thus deprive 
him and his people of the credit and ben- 
efits of the work to which they are fully 
entitled. 

“There are quite a number of people who 
claim to have devised other systems of 
wireless telegraphy, where in reality they 
are nothing more than the Marconi sys- 
tem, with modifications or something added 
for the sole purpose of evading the various 
claims of the Marconi system by mere tech- 
nicalities. The entire credit is due to Mar- 
coni, and it should be granted him fully, as 
his feat of signaling between two continents 
1,800 miles apart on Saturday was a long 
step toward ultimate success.” 


CONGRATULATORY MESSAGES 
POURING IN ON MARCONI. 


He Will Continue His Experiments To- 
day—To Erect a Pole 200 Feet 
High at Cape Spear. 

ST. JOHN'S, N. F., Dec. 15.—Congratula- 
tions from Newfoundland and abroad are 
pouring in on Signor Marconi. The inventor 
is dining to-night with Sir Cavendish Boyle, 
Governor of Newfoundland, in order more 
fully to explain the details of his experi- 
ments to the Governor, who to-morrow 
will send a lengthy dispatch on the subject 

to the British Cabinet. 

Signor Marconi to-day made a further ex- 
planation of his trans-oceanic signals, He 


said he expected them to be stronger than 
they were, and that he was very confident 
that he would receive them. He attributes 
their faintness to midocean wind currents 
and imperfections in the kite apparatus. He 
expects better tests to-morrow if the 
weather enables his balloon to ascend. 
There is some fog on the coast to-day. 
Foggy conditions will give better signals 
than will clear atmosphere. 

Signor Marconi goes to-morrow to Cape 
Spear, there to select a site for the erection 
of a pole 200 feet high, which he ig confi- 
dent will give the best results possible un- 
der the present conditions. n Tuesday 
the inventor proposes to have Gov. Boyle, 
Premier Bond, and other Colonial digni- 
taries examine his tests, so that they may 
satisfy themselves of the absolute genuine- 
ness of the proceedings, 

There is much speculation here as to the 

ractical possibilities of wireless telegraphy. 
Bignor Marconi is satisfied from his prev!- 
ous experiments that great surprises are in 
store for the world. e has the warmest 
support in this colony, where he is gen- 
erally admired, owing to his achievements 
at so young an age. Steps are being pro- 
jected to give to him some substantial rec- 
enemas of the colony's appreciation of nis

LONDON, Dec. 16.—Major Flood-Bage of 
the Marconi Wireless Telegraphy Company

JOHN SWINTON DEAD 


The Noted Economist, Writer, and 
Orator Gone. 


Was a Champion of the Cause of Work- 
ingmen with Voice and Pen— 
Spoke at Many Meetings. 


John Swinton, journalist, economist, and 
orator, died at his home, 658 Lafayette 
Avenue, Brooklyn, yesterday morning, 
after an illness lasting ten days. Sjqeteciualé. 

Mr. Swinton was born in Edinburg..,gawt- 
land, seventy-two years ago, and was @%- 
cated there and in Massachusetts. P@ 
father, John Swinton, was among the first 
settlers of Illinois. He died when his son 
was still very young. John Swinton learned 
the printer’s trade, after spending a ‘good 
deal of time in that section of the country 
then known as the frontier. He had many 
curious experiences traveling through the 
Western country. Part of the time he spent 
in steamboating on the Mississippi and its 
tributaries. 

Coming to New York in the early fifties, 
as @ preparation for newspaper work, he 
took up the study of law and medicine. By 
1860 he had become recognized as a promi- 
nent member of his profession, and held a 


position as chief editorial writer with THE 
EW YORK TIMEs. He remained with this 
paper from 180 to 1870. From 1875 to .ovi 
he was an editorial writer on the Sun. 

In 1883 he established John Swinton's 
Paper. This he conducted for four years, 
but was compelled to abandon it after a 
hard struggle. lt has given him an oppor- 
tunity to spread his ideas on social and 
industrial questions. He had been on tne 
side of the masses, but his paper diéd for 
want of support by them. The very class 
of people he tried to benefit neglected and 
frequently condemned him 

Although he had held radical ideas all 
his life, his first appearance as an orator 
on behalf of the workingmen was made in 
the Spring of 1874, when he appeared be- 
fore a turbulent crowd in Tompkins Square 
—a meeting which the police finally dis- 
persed. From that time Mr. Swinton was 
busy as an orator and writer, champion- 
ing the cause of the poor and oppressed. 

ln the Fall of the same year he was 
nominated for Mayor of New York by a 
small force of men who took the name of 
the Industrial Political Party. He re- 
ceived very few votes, allowing himself to 
be put up, as he himself afterward ex- 
pressed it,,‘‘ merely as a flag’”’ or as the 
representativ e of a principle. 

He was an attendant and a speaker at 
many meetings, and was the leader at a 
convention of trades unions at Turn Hall. 
He spoke ata great German demonstration 
ai Cooper Union, and as the head of a 
workingmen’s delegation he went to Ai- 
bany and was accorded the privilege of 
speaking on the floor of the Assembly. 

For the cigarmakers he did much as a 
counselor and champion, leading the first 
crusade against the tenement-house cigar 
evil. He organized support for the great 
Fall River strike in 1875, and assisted work- 
ingmen's movements of every kind with 
money as well as with his pen and voice. 

John Swinton appeared again before a 
memorable mass meeting in Tompkins 
Square in 1877, when excitement over the 
great railroad strikes ran high, not only in 
New York City, but all over the country. 
Pittsburg was in flames and other cities 
were in peril. A great throng of malcon- 
tents had assembled in Tompkins Square, 
and all of the militia and police were in 
readiness to suppress any riotous outbreak. 

It was a perilous time for oratory, and 
his friends, firmly believing that he was 
going to his death, urged him to keep 
away from the square. But Swinton lost 
none of his courage. He began his address 
by saying: ‘ With 8,000 rifles and 1,200 
clubs drawn upon me,” and proceeded to 
talk as freely as he ever had of the wrongs 
of the poor people. 

He was never afraid to speak what he be- 
lieved boldly and unreservedly. Being a 
Scotch Calvinist, he was strongly impreg- 
nated with the idea that Divine Providence 
was on the side he espoured. It was his 
boast that he never, no matter what the 
ideas of his employers were, wrote a line 
contrary to his honest convictions as ut- 
tered on the stump. 

During the municipal campaign of 1887 
he was the candidate of the Progressive 
Lahor Party for Senator from the Seventh 
District. He made a vigorous and charac- 
teristic campaign, but was defeated, al- 
though he polled a very heavy vote. 

As aman of original ideas and of freedom 
from the trammels of conventionality, 
Swinton had many admirers, even among 
those whose convictions were wholly op- 
posed to his own. To his brilliancy and 
honesty many tributes have been paid, but 
none more striking than that of a great 
editor, who said: ‘‘ He is the only man I 
ever knew who had no axes of his own to 
grind.”’ 


AGED MISOGYNIST’S DEATH. 


Fell Down Stairs While Trying to Drive 
Away Boys Who Were An- 
noying Him. 

For years David F. Butcher, seventy- 
eight years old, who once was a wealthy 
man, lived alone and did ‘his own house- 
work because he had an unconquerable 
aversion for women. The last two years he 
lived almost the life of a hermit in three 
rooms on the top floor of a rear tenement 
at 544 West Forty-fifth Street. He had 
plenty of money which was supplied to 
him by relatives. He died in the Roose- 
velt Hospital last night as the result of a 
fall down a flight of stairs yesterday after- 

noon, 

Mrs. W. H. Oakley of 232 West End Ave- 
nue, wife of a dry goods merchant at 224 
Church Street, was a half sister, and H. 
Cc, Webb of 204 West Eighty-fifth Street, 
a well-to-do liquor dealer of 79 Murray 
Street, was a half brother of Mr. Butcher. 
They supported him. 

About once a week Mrs. Oakley paid a 
visit to her’ half-brother and left a sum of 
money with him. The old man never al- 
lowed any one but Mrs. Oakley to visit him 
in his rooms. He did all his work himself, 
even to the washing, but kept everything in 
neat order and scrupulously clean. 

The boys of the neighborhood often an- 
noyed him, but found their greatest pleas- 
ure in dancing and stamping on_ the tin 
roof over the old man’s rooms. When he 
climbed the stairs and opened the scuttle to 

ve them chase it only added to their de- 

ght. It was this last trick of annoyance 
te: at led to his death. He missed his foot- 
ing as he tried to open the scuttle, and 
ata 8 mp = head first down the stairs, fractur- 

his skull.

In his home the police found $50 and the 
addresses of Mrs. Oakley and Mr. Webb.

Mr. Webb, when seen at his home, said 
that Mr. Butcher, until a few years ago, 
had lived» with a Mrs. John English in 
Brooklyn. He never married. For some 
reason he took an aversion to women, and 
avoided them when he could. He came here 
from England when twelve years old. In 
later years he became a bookkeeper for a 
Brooklyn soap concern, and later went 
into that business for himself and made a 
considerable fortune. It was all lost in the.

Visitors.

The * Peking Colloquial Paper,’ to give a 
literal translation of the title of that en- 
terprising journal, has lately been sum- 
ming up the characteristics of the various 
nations which are represented in China, 
and which for a year and more have been 
represented there in more than usual 
abundance. The article is studiously mod- 
erate in tone, and makes no mention of 
the atrocities which foreign soldiers are 
said to hate committed. ‘‘ The English and 
Germans are brusque and straightforward, 
and pay no attention to social amenities. 
Russians, on the other hand, treat Chinese 
officials especially well, and all who have 
been to Russia are delighted with the treat- 
ment they receive there. The Japanese, 
whose literature is the same as ours, are 
very pleased to meet our scholars. The 
French are exceedingly poiite, according 
to their national custom. The Americans 


are very go0-as-you- please, and more friend- 
ly than other nations."

But no- 
body in the street calls us *‘ Chinese devils.’

When we go into 
a shop to buy anything we are treated with 
even more consideration than their own 
people. We enter their homes, 
same, They seek to please us in every way, 
show us curios or ay the organ or piano 
for us. The writer has been to France, 
England, America, Japan, Spain, and South 
America and staid zat, and everywhere 
he was treated with the same courtesy.’

‘Spalding Makes. Lengthy Reply to 


a Statement by Freedman. 


BRUSH FACTION’ IS’. SILENT 


Lawyers, It Is Said, Have Been Called 
Into Consultation to-Carry. the 
Fight Into Court. 


After a week of haggling. and. squabbling, 
the National Baseball League. Presidents 
spent yesterday trying to figure out just 
“where they were at,’’,and what the ulti- 
mate outcome of the ,situation would be. 
Andrew Freedman was seen: at the Demo- 
cratic Club and asked if it were true that 
lawyers had been engaged to bring the af- 
fairs of the League into the courts. 

“fT have nothing to say,’’ he replied. 
do not eare to discuss any plan of action 
we may have decided upon. It is too early 
for that as yet.” ‘

Soden and Conant’,of the Boston Club 
were asked at the Fifth Avenue Hotel if 
any move has been made on the part of 
the Brush-Freedman’ combination, with 
whom they had sided. They refused to talk 
baseball, and Conant volunteered the in- 
formation that he and Soden had been at 
Sunday school all day. Something: is. evi- 
dently in the “wind, however, as Conant 
and Soden usually have hurried away from 
this city as soon as the ‘meeting adjourned. 

It was said last night that lawyers had 
been called into consultation by the mem- 
bers of this: faction and, that the, whole 
fight would be taken to the courts at once, 
in the shape of-a,mandamus_ proceeding to 
compel. the members of the Pittsburg, 
Brooklyn, Chicago, Philadelphia, otherwise 
the. Spalding faction, to review their action 
in electing A. G. Spalding’to the Presidency 
of the League,, This Freedman has ‘declared 
to: be an illegal actidén; while Col: Rogers 
of >Philadelphia declares that the ruling 
given by him which made possible the elec- 
tion of Spalding has been upheld by the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 

As matters stand the National jeague is 
hopelessly split in two at present. Each 
side reiterates its*determination to fight to 
a finish, while A. G. Sp2lding has*set about 


i 
the task of trying to bring the warring fac- 
tions in the National game together, and 
at the same time dispose of Freedman as 
far as baseball is concerned. 

At present ne has not taken the public 
into his confidence. Remarks made by Mr. 
Spalding in his address. to the newspaper 
men on Saturday, however, are significant, 
especially his statement that it would be 
his effort to bring into one great body the 
National and American Leagues, the minor 
league organizations, and the players. He 
was asked- Saturday if the Cincinnati club, 
John T. Brush’s team, would be included 
among the clubs in the playing Schedul<, 
and he replied: 

“That is a question I cannot at this time 
answer. Time will decide that. [ must 
have time to consider these things. Ve 
must hear from the other people.” Froim 
this answer it may be inferred that Spa!- 
ding has in contemplation a new organiza- 
tion in ‘baseball. 

One of the principal things shown by the 
correspondence «made public by Spalding is 
the admission on the part of several of the 
National League Presidents that Ban 
Johnson’s American League had the better 
of the argument with the older organiza- 
tion. 

A. G. Spalding last night,,with a copy 
of Freedman’s statement alleged to have 
been given out by him at the Democratic 
Club Saturday night, commented as fol- 
lows: ‘ 

‘Freedman in stating that I _precipi- 
tated the Brotherhodd war of 1890 indi- 
cates his ignorance of baseball history. 
If he will look it up, he will find that I 
had something to: do with .the conduct of 
that campaign to its final settlement. 

“T regret that Freedman has found it 
necessary to bring my’ old friend Anson 
into this controversy, but as, that would 
come within the rules’ governing this con- 
test, I suppose it should be answered. If 
Freedman will recall the circumstances he 
will remember that I went to his office and 
indorsed. Mr. Anson as a man thoroughly 
competent for the position and recommend- 
ed his engagement; but I coupled with this 
indorsement Ahe fact that he should be 
given full charge of ‘the playing end of the 
game, as he always had with the Chicago 
club. 

“The fact that he remained with the 
Chicago Baseball Club upward of twenty 
years would seem to make his treatment 
by that club compare favorably with his 
twenty-day service with, the ew Yorks. 

*“ Talking about amusing incidents of this 
controversy, what impressed meas. the 
most amusing was, the experience I had 
last Saturday afternoon in presiding over 
the meeting of the National League, with 
Knowles representing the New York Club 
while Freedman was at one of his gum- 
shoe meetings on the ‘third floor with 
“Uncle Bill’ Conant of Boston and one 
or two others, with their attorneys, trying 
to find out where they were at and looking 
for an old trunk. 

“Now, to be serious, after the meeting 

of the National League had .adjourned at 
the request of the official stenographer, 
“who recognized my authority over the sten- 

ographic reports of the entire recent meet- 

i t called with him upon N. E. Young, 
and explained to’ Young the result of our 
meeting. 

“J found Young suffering from a severe 

headache caused by the terrible wrangling 

that had occurred, &nd especialy was he 
anhoyed by the threats of legal ‘prosecution 
and the severe criticism that he had been 
subjected to by the gentlemen present at 
this gumshoe meeting for not producing 
upon their demand the trunk, which is said 
to be copper bound, and to contain archives 
and records of the National League. 

“YT was incensed so much at the manner 

in which Freedman had abused my prede- 
cessor and old personal friend Young that 

I was prompted to sénd the following com- 
munication which was delivered to Conant, 

and information of it was transmitled 

through the telephone to the Democratic 

Club, and afterward, I understand, deliv- 
ered to Freedman by Conant: 

New York, Dec. 14, 1901. 

Messrs. Soden, Conant, Robison, and Freedman: 

Gentlemen: Mr. Young informs me that you 
are in conference in a room at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, and that he has been dragged from a 
sick bed to that room, and has been obliged to 
listen to” various criticisms and implied threats 
because of the fact that I, as President, Secre- 
tary, and Treasurer of the National _ League, 
have taken possession of the archives and rec- 
ords of the organization, which I shall keep in 
my possession for the benefit of the National 
League, of which I have ‘the honor, 
know, of being the President. ‘ 

I consider it an outrage, especially for Mr. Co- 
nant, under the guise of personal friendship, 
to thus harass my predecessor who has been 
brought to the verge of nervous prostration 
because of your dilatory methods curing the 
past trying week. 

The National League met at the appointed 
time and grace and have adjourned subject to 
the call of President Spalding. I regret that 
Boston, St. Louis, and Cjncinnati were not pres- 
,ent, but am pleased that Mr. Freedman had the 
courtesy to send Mr wiles to represent the 
New York Club. If you have any more bluffs to 
make, do not make them against my old friend 
Young—he has stood enough for several years 
past—but come to me; I am looking for them. 

You are at liberty to publish this letter, as I 
may do, if you keep up this unnecessary and un- 
called for persecution of Mr. Young. Yours truly, 

A. G. SPALDING. 

In closing, Mr. Spalding said: ‘‘I am un- 
willing to permit my name to be longer 
mgs anh with Freeaman’s, so here is where 
we part.”’

Mr. Storrow argues that the strain in so 
long a race as the one now rowed by 
American oarsmen is likely decidedly to 
hive injurious effects. A man, he says, 
may row himse!f out in a one-and-three- 
eighths-mile Henley or a  one-and-one- 
half-mile National, ana yet recover suffi- 
ciently in a short time to enter another 
struggle of equal strain. In a four-mile 
race, however, the exhaustion is much 
more telling, the men always being inca- 
pacitated for further effort and frequently 
being rendered unconscious for hours.

THE PREDICTION OF FOG. 


Progress Made in Germany 
Branch of Meteorology. 
From The London Standard. 
BERLIN, Dec. 4.-—-In connection with tke 
scientific inquiries as to the possibility of 
redicting fogs, I may quote a letter from 
e well-known Prof. Neumayer, head of 
the Hamburg Naval Observatory, written 
in reply to a question addressed to him by 
Herr Kirchoff, the editor of a German 
technical paper. The professor says: 
“The prediction of fog by the Meteorolog- 
ical Institute has hitherto been possible 
only in a very indefinite form, as ‘ fog.here 


and there,’ and ‘clear’ or ‘foggy.’ Not 
only does the nature of a fcg make the 
application of measurements in general, 
and consequently the scientific treatment 
of a fog very difficult, but its very local 
character and slight and changing vertical 
extensions also increase the difficulty of 
prediction. Thus it often happens that, of 
two neighboring places, one has a dense 
fog and the other a clear sky. Most fogs 
arise over a cold surface, either of land or 
water. 

“The condition necessary for the forma- 
tion of a fog of some extent and duration 
is that the temperature of the atmosphere 
should increase very slowly, or even de- 
crease, in an upward direction; for upward 
and downward motions of the air occur at 
a rapid fall of the temperature. Heat is 
created in a descending current by the in- 
creased pressure of the air, and when this 
heat is not more than absorbed by the col@ 
ground—as is occasionally the case, when 
the air passes slowly over mountain slopes 
—the descending currents are being heated, 
and are, therefore, free from fog. Ascend- 
ing currents, on the other hand, are being 
cooled off; hence their relative moisture in- 
creases, as a rule, upward to a certain alti- 
tude, .until they are saturated, and clouds 
are formed which are in a certain contrast 
to the fog formation on the earth. The 
latter even presupposes an approximate 
stagnation in a vertical direction. These 
facts show that, in order to advance the 
science of meteorology, and, consequently, 
that of weather prediction, it is absolutely 
necessary to know the conditions of the 
higher layers of the atmosphere. 

“The meteorological results of the last 
few years-have considerably increased the 
possibility of obtaining this by the use of 
kites and kite balloons, as well as the free 
balloon. It is necessary to pursue the work 
energetically in this new direction, for, 
without knowing the connection between 
the phenomena, there is no hope of a 
weather prediction of any value whatever. 
It is easy to understand that such a con- 
nection can only be imperfectly known 
from observations on the earth’s surface 
alone.”’

RELIGIOUS MANIA IN GERMANY. 


Fanaticism Regarding the End of the 
World Results from the Stop- 


ping of a Clock. 
From The London News. 
BERLIN, Dec, 4.—Some years ago when 
the story reached Western Europe of the 
sect at Tiraspol, in Russia, who buried 
their relatives alive, an outcry of horror 
arose. Now we have here, two hours’ 
journey from Berlin, a case which is hardly 
less astounding. At the village of Datten, 
near Forst, in the Lausitz, there is a sect 
calling themselves Brethren of the Lord, 
who regard the Second Coming of Christ 
as immediately impending. The chief of 
the sect is a peasant named Kaschke, who, 
with his wife, his daughter, one of his 
sons and some other persons, altogether 
numbering about twenty souls, are in the 
habit of practicing fanatical rites. Last 
week the clock in their house stopped, and 
this was regarded as a sign that the Last 
rr was impending, From that time— 
that is to say, for a week—the peasant, his 
family, and three other maried women 
fasted. Suddenly, in the evening, a fear- 
ful tumult was heard proceeding from the 
dark -parlor. Out of curiosity a crowd of 
persons of both sexes hurried in the direc- 
Hon of the house, By the light of a lan- 
tern they saw the daughter, the son, and 
another girl, completely nude, holding each 
other, and dancing in the village street in 
front of the yard gate. They were singing 
hy mns and shouting and leaping with joy. 
The peasant himself and the four women 
were dancing about in the house in the 
same state. The Burgomaster entered the 
yard with the intention of putting a stop 
to the orgy, but he was driven off with 
clubs, and the whole party then started to 
go through the village as they were. When 
the indignant villagers energetically pro- 
tested they replied, “We are flying up- 
ward, we wear trailing robes of clouds and 
mist. These lunatics now attacked che 
villagers, and tried to drag them into the 
yard. You_ also must be angels,”’ 
they cried.

Everybody in the vil- 
lage was convinced that ‘the unhappy wo- 
man had been killed, and the members of 
her family did not, deny it. When the doctor 
asked her daughter, ‘“What have you done 
to your good mother?” she answered, ‘“‘ The 
devil did it; but mother will soon wake up 
again. She is smiling already.”’ The son, 
on being asked why he had killed his 
mother, referred to a tract in which the 
following passage occurs: ‘God is light; 
thus He has nothing in common with the 
sinner. God is love; thus He offers sin- 
ners atonement and stretches out His arms 
to them. God is light; therefore without 
shedding of blood is no remission.” He 
added; “Mother was posscased with the 
devil, and to drive out the devil blood must 
flow. Without shedding of blood is no re- 
mission.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Price movements in Wall Street this 
week are not unlikely to show much ir- 
regularity and, at times, heaviness—this 
because of the condition of the money 
market and the uncertainty as to the 
developments likely to come to pass at 
the dividend meeting of the Amalgamat- 
ed Copper Company, to be held on Thurs- 
day. Under the circumstances, there- 
fore, it will be well, it is declared, for 
the future of the market if bullishly in- 
clined speculators will not delude them- 
selves into the belief that Saturday’s 
rally signifies the inception of a spirited 
bull campaign and that accordingly 
stocks must be’ bought forthwith. As a 
matter of fact, the greatest believers in 
the market—the most hopeful of much 
higher prices at a day not far distant— 
unite in counseling at this time a policy 
of caution and patience; above all, a 
policy the reverse of overspeculation. 

The truth is that though Saturday’s 
bank statement was more favorable than 
had been expected, surplus reserves are 
still altogether too low to permit of any 
great market activity at this time. It 
is to be borne in mind, indeed, that the 
chief merit in Saturday’s bank showing 
was the large contraction of loans, 
brought about almost entirqly through 
the stock market liquidation ofthe week. 
If, therefore, speculators proceed imme- 
diately to undo the good that has been 
done, that is to say, proceed by a fresh 
market campaign for a rise to expand 
loans, it is not difficult to see what the 
end will be. With their limited reserves, 
and with the necessary preparations 
making for the January disbursements, 
the banks must in short order be forced 
to curtail their credits, this curtailment 
taking the form of the calling of loans 
and higher money rates, forcing liquida- 
tion and, therefore, lower stock market 
prices. 

Hence it is that the larger interests in 
the Street advise making haste slowly 
in the way of stock market commitments 
at this time; for it is declared that in 
the end this policy will prefit most. A 
few weeks from now and the situation 
will have been cleared up materially, 
after which the course will be freer and 
better for an advancing market. 

What will develop at Thursday’s divi- 
dend meeting of the Amalgamated Cop- 
per Company is, so far at least as the 
public is concerned, only matter for con- 
jecture; but generally the opinion is that 
the cut in the price of the raw metal 
foreshadows a further reduction in the 
dividend, probably to a 4 per cent. basis. 
What the full effect of such action would 
be on Amalgamated stock is not clear, 
but that the security would be further 
depressed seems almost certain. The 
only consoling feature of this matter is 
that the price of the stock has already 
fallen over sixty points, and therefore, 
in the nature of things, it cannot con- 
tinue to fall indefinitely. There must, in 
other wor. 4, be some “ bottom ’’—some 
level at ‘which the stock will have a 
speculative value, if nothing more. 

However this be, all Wall Street is 
hoping that whatever is to happen 
to the stock will happen without delay, 
so that the issue may effectually be re- 
moved as a market disturber. Incident- 
ally, it is commented on as an astonish- 
ing fact_that a stock brought out with 
such flourish and blare of trumpets by 
the strongest financial interests in Wall 
Street should have developed as the 
greatest wrecker of private fortunes that 
has appeared in the Street in years. 


GERMAN MONEY AND TRADE. 

BERLIN, Dec. 15.—The chief strength of 
the Boerse during the past week was again 
foreign rentes, Spanish fours taking the 
first place and reaching their highest quo- 
tation in a number of years. There were 
large transactions in Spanish fours, as well 
as in Portuguese and Chinese rentes, on 
the invitation of outsiders. Toward the end 
of the week this department weakened as 
a result of the Argentine-Chile difficulty 
German loans were likewise in good de- 
mand, scoring slight gains. 

The good tone of the market for all fixed 
interest bearing securities is materially 
strengthened by the continued ease of the 
money market and fresh evidence that the 
needs, hoping for better terms later. 

The week's reports from the iron indus- 
try are again unfavorable, both the East 
and the West representing conditions as 


again growing worse. In the Siegen Dis- 

trict, where the prices of ore have just 
been reduced from 21 to 16 marks a ton, 
the blast furnaces voted yesterday for a 
50 per cent. reduction of the output. as

further reduction on boiler plates, to 163 
marks. The Clogne Volks Zeitung reiter- 
ates its statement to the effeet that the 
coke syndicate has already decided to in- 
crease its restriction Jan. 1, to 40 per. cent. 
All sides agree that the consumers of coa 
and coke are only ordering for immediate 
needs, hoping for betters terms later. 

Among the American securities only 
Canadians attracted attention during _ the 
last week, but Americans followed New 
York willingly. Nevertheless, the Frank- 
furter Zeitung asserts that the German 
market génerally is growing more inde- 
pendent of New York, adding, “ the rising 
money rates at New York, the gold exports 
from that , and the American iron mar- 
ket’ reports lave .all remained for some 
time past without influence here. Our mare 
ket is evidently trying to stand more upon 
its own feet.’ 

Other authorities maintain that the rela- 
tive firmness of German iron shares, not- 
withstanding the gloomy prospect in the 
iron market, is due largely to American 
reports. The National Zeitung expresses 
this belief, and adds, “It awakens un- 
pleasant sensations in Europe to see how 
the United States dominate European coun- 
tries in all departments of business activ- 
ty.”’ 


ON THE LONDON EXCHANGE. 


LONDON, Dec. 15.—Several depressing 
factors affected the Stock Exchange early 
in the week; business was consequently 
dull, although the outlook can hardly be 
considered omiinous. The money market is 
dearer with the approach of the end of the 
year, but there is sufficient money forth- 
coming to meet requirements without se- 
rious inconvenience. 

American shares were adversely affected 
by the break in Copper. American securi- 


ties were ominously flat, however, on the 
continued Chilean war rumors, and, in 
Spite of the assurances from official quar- 
ters as to the improbability of an oute- 
break. Home rails were depressed on un- 
favorable returns from the Board of Trade. 
Mines, on the other hand, were favorably 
affected by the successes in South Africa 
and the prospect of a large increase of 
stamps in the Rand. 

Considerable interest is felt in the indus- 
trial department in the flotation of the 
new Imperial Tobacco Company, with the 
avowed object of fighting the American in- 
vaders. This company has an immense 
capital of £15,000,000. This is adversely 
criticised in some quarters, where it is as- 
serted that the company has no expecta- 
tion of paying dividends upon anything 
more than £5,000,000 of preference shares, 
which, it is understood, approximately rep- 
resent the real fighting capital of the 
company. But it is generally believed that 
a long and hard contest is ahead between 
the great opposing forces. 


THE MANCHESTER | MARKET. 

MANCHESTER, Dec. 15.—The frequent 
fluctuations in cotton quotations at Liver- 
povl and the higher prices required by sell- 
ers during the last week, made business dif- 
ficult pending the adjustment of the ideas 
of over-the-sea buyers to the higher level 
which obtains here. The opinion that the 
crop will be less than was expected has 
become more general, and it is believed 
the present values may be exceeded later. 

Operations at the end of the week were 
hampered by the interruption to telegraphic 
communication, which hindered the receipt 

of New York quotations. 

India and China responded poorly to the 
advance in prices. Both are fairly well 
supplied and can afford to wait. Consid- 
erable tusiness was booked during the 
week in various directions for delivery in 
the next few months. Only moderate and 
fresh buying is needed to keep the market 
fairly steady. 

Yarns afte hardening. Spinners decline 
to do business unless at the advanced price. 
The turn-over was disappointing. Ship- 
pare are not disposed to pay the increased 
tigures.

SOME APPOINTMENTS 


List of Those Possibly Chosen for 
Several Offices. 


Col. Bates May Be Deputy Police Com- 
missioner—Mr. Sheffield Will Prob- 
ably Decline Fire Commis- 
sionership. 


Mayor-elect Low will partially relieve the 
suspense of the politicians to-day by an- 
nouncing some of his appointments. It was 
understood last night that the appointments 
which Mr. Low would make public to-day 
are the following:

It was stated last night by one in the 
counsels of Mr. Low that James R. Shef- 
field had about made up his mind not to 
accept the appointment of Fire Commis- 
sioner. Mr. Low is said to have no one else 
in mind for this place at the present time. 
He is in a like state of uncertainty about 
the Commissioner of Corrections. From 
good authority it was learned last night 
that while George Haven Putnam was still 
being. considered for Commissioner of 
Parks, there was a likelihood of a surprise 
in this appointment. 

Col. John N. Partridge, the new Commis- 
sioner of Police, left last night for Albany. 
The latest name mentioned in connection 
with the position of Deputy Commissioner 
for Manhattan is that of Col. James G. 
Bates, the commanding officer of the Sev- 
enty-first Regiment. Col. Bates combines 
military training with legal knowledge, be- 
ing a practicing lawyer as well as an offi- 
cer who has seen service. He was on Gen. 


wponcis Vinton Greene's staff in the Philip- 
pines. 

it has been said that the combination of a 
military man and a lawyer was what Col, 
Partridge and Mr. Low were looking for in 
a Deputy Police Commissioner. When Col. 
Bates was seen yesterday he said that the 
appointment of Deputy Commissioner had 
not been offered to him. He said he did not 
even know that his name had been sug- 

sted to Col. Partridge. He declined to 

iscuss what his decision would be in case 
a tender of the place were made him. 

It is said that Robert Grier Monroe, who 
was unwilling to take the Pace of Deputy 
Police Commissioner, would like to get the 
appointment of Judge of Special Sessions, 
to. succeed Justice Jerome. But the most 
likely candidate for this place is said to be 
Benjamin E. Hall. 

Mr. Low, it was stated last night by those 
in his confidence, expects to be able to an- 
nounce all of his appointments before the 
end of the week. 


TRANSFER SYSTEM UP TOWN. 


Passengers Inconvenienced by the Met- 
ropolitan Company’s New Order. 
Much trouble and inconvenience have 
been caused by the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company’s new order regarding 
the distribution of transfers to and from 
the Third Avenue line at One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street. Heretofore the con- 
ductor of any north-bound Third Avenue 
car transferred passengers west and up 
Amsterdam Avenue to Fort George or di- 
rectly across One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth Street to Fort Lee Ferry. All this 
is changed, however, and not a night passes 
but what several passengers are ejected 
from cars running across One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street, the conductors refus- 

ing to accept the transfers. 

According to the new order a person 
who desires to reach any point along Am- 
sterdam Avenue must board a Fort George 
car, while, if a passenger is desirous of 
transferring east or west on One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth Street in order to reach 
points west of Amsterdam Avenue or east 
of Third, he must wait for a Harlem 
Bridge car. Even in the middle of the day 
the passenger is usually obliged to wait 
until two or three Fort George cars pass 
him before a Harlem Bridge car comes 
along. 

Conductors on the cars have been having 
a trying time of it since the new order 
went into effect. On the one hand, if a 
passenger with a transfer boards an Am-

SAYS MOTHER-IN-LAW 
HAD A REVOLVER. 


Antonio Gray Refused Admission to See 
His Dead Wife, Who Was John 
Hamlin’s Daughter. 

Antonio Gray, who is the leader of the 
orchestra at the Park Theatre, in Brook- 
lyn, has made several attempts to see the 
body of his wife, which is at the home of 
her father, John Hamlin, in Avenue U, 
Gravesend, only to be repulsed, in one in- 
stance, he alleges, at the point of a re- 
volver in the hand of his mother-in-law. 
Mr. Hamlin, who is a well-known trainer of 
race horses, also prevented Gray from 
seeing his dead wife, by inducing the Coney 
Island police yesterday to station an offi- 
cer at his door to keep the husband out. 
The policeman who is on guard has orders 


to arrest Gray on the charge of disorderly 
conduct should he by force try to gain an 
entrance, 

The Hamlins, it is said, never favored the 
marriage of their daughter Lillie to Gray. 
periodically Mrs. Gray went back to her 
parents to live, About three months ago, 
after one of these stays under the parental 
roof, she returned again to her husband, 
and had, so it is said, lived amicably with 
him up to the time of her death. 

On Friday Mrs. Gray paid her parents a 
visit. She had her little daughter with her. 
During her visit she was seized with pneu- 
monia, and died suddenly. Gray did not 
learn of her death until after the matinée 
performance on Saturday, and he then 
made his first attempt to get into the 
Hamlin house. He was denied admission. 

Gray next procured the services of a pri- 
vate detective, hired a carriage, and about 
12 o'clock on Saturday night made another 
attempt to see his dead wife. It was at 
that time, he claims, that he was con- 
fronted by his mother-in-law, with a re- 
volver, who met him on the porch of her 

ome and informed him that she would 

e if he attempted to get in. In vain the 
rivate detective showed his shield. Mrs. 

Jamlin was obdurate. 

The policeman has strict orders to pre- 
serve the peace at the Hamlin doorstep, 
particularly if Gray tries to break in. 

Gray says that he will attend the funeral, 
which is to take place to-morrow. Whether 
he will try again before that time to get 
into the Hamlin home he has not divulged. 
Mrs. Gray was twenty-eight years old 
when she died. 


WOMAN THIEF’S RUSE. 


Dressed in Deep Mourning, She Calls 
When the Family Are Out, and 
Helps Herself. 


A clever sneak thief known as ‘‘ The Wo- 
man in Black”’ on account of her sombre 
attire, reappeared in Harlem Saturday 
afternoon after an absence of a couple of 
weeks, and made a rich haul in the apart- 
ments of the Rev. E. I. Hamilton, D, D., 
of 271. West One Hundred and Nineteenth 
Street. Several weeks ago the same wo- 
man, who has eluded all efforts on the part 
of the police to capture her, visited a doc- 
tor’s office, and in his absence, walked out 
with $100 worth of valuable instruments.

Later in the afternoon Dr. Hamilton re- 
turned home, and discovered his daughter's 
black silk shopping bag lying in the hall- 
way near the door leading to his apart- 
ments, This, before the visit of “ The 
Woman in Black," had contained $40 in 
cash, a diamond and sapphire ring, and 
some other trinkets, valued in all at about

The woman, on being left alone, had evi- 
dently ransacked the apartments for money 
and valuables, and had been disturbed ut 
her work by the servant. The bag had 
been discarded by the thief as soon as she 
had secured the contents and. left the 
apartments.
